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Gentlemen of the 

Board of Public Education : 

I respectfully submit the following Report, for the year 
ending December 31, 1871 : 

The system of Public Schools in Philadelphia, it is always 
to be remembered, is a graded system, composed of four grades 
of schools for each sex; namely, the Primary, Secondary, 
Grammar, and High Schools. 

Each one of these grades is valuable, both in itself and as an 
essential part of the system. Each one of the lower grades 
educates a large number of children, who, from various causes, 
never advance beyond it. Each higher one carries to a more 
advanced stage the education of those who are sent up to it 
from the schools below. Viewed in this light, there cannot 
possibly be any interference of one grade of schools with 
another, and, therefore, there can be no just cause for jealousy 
amongst them. Each lower requires the higher to supplement 
and complete its work, and each higher requires the lower to 
prepare pupils for promotion, and serves, in its turn, as a 
measure of the excellence of the work of preparation. Each 
grade fulfils a proper and indispensable share of the work, and 
the loss of any one would materially impair the efficiency and 
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completeness of the system. There is, it is believed, no city 
in the Union in which a system of grading so complete is 
maintained. 

It is, indeed, with pride that we claim for our schools, one 
and all, the confidence of our fellow citizens. No better 
education can be obtained for a child than in the Public 
Schools, up to the limit to which the course of instruction has 
hitherto been carried. 

The only regret is that the liberality, or rather the enlight- 
ened self-interest of the community, does not permit this Board 
to carry it to the very farthest limit that the receptive power 
of the human mind will justify.

EXAMINATION OF TEACHERS. 

To supply the vacancies constantly occurring, by resignation 
and otherwise, two stated examinations of candidates for cer- 
tificates of qualification to teach in the Public Schools of the 
District were held during the year. Each of these examin- 
ations was attended by a large number of young ladies, 
graduate and pupils of the Normal School, and graduates of 
the Senior Classes of the Grammar Schools. The number of 
certificates awarded was 309. Of the successful applicants 
216 were graduates and pupils of the Normal School, and 66 
graduates of the Senior Classes of the Girls' Grammar School ; 
from other schools, 27. 

The special attention of the Board is referred to the very 
valuable reports of Mr. Elkin, the chairman of the committee 
charged with the examination of teachers.

THE ARCHITECT AND SUPERINTENDENT. 

Especial reference is invited to the complete and very ex- 
haustive report of Lewis H. Esler, Esq., the accomplished 
Architect and Superintendent of School Buildings, herewith 
appended. This report shows the number of additional school- 
houses finished and occupied during the year, the number in 
course of construction, and the demand for additional school 
accommodations. Mr. Esler says, and he is correct in the 
assertion, that ''many of the rented buildings are totally unfit 
for the purpose, and should be replaced as soon as possible by 
comfortable, well ventilated school-houses owned by the city." 
The amount required for the rental of inferior buildings for the 
current year will be somewhat over $35,000, representing a 
capital of nearly $600,000, which sum, if judiciously expended, 
would, without actually increasing the expenses of the city, go 
far towards meeting the pressing wants of the First School 
District. 

STANDING COMMITTEES. 

It is with peculiar pleasure that attention is called to the 
alacrity and ability displayed by the Standing Committees of 
the Board, especially those whose labors have been most severe. 
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The gentleraea composing them have cheerfully met the 
numerous and exacting demands upon their time, and have 
abundant reason to congratulate themselves upon the results 
accomplished. 



CENTRAL HIGH SCHOOL. 

During the past year the Central High School has not only 
maintained but extended its reputation. Its Principal and 
Professors have quietly but efficiently discharged their duties, 
and the value of the education given in the institution is so 
widely appreciated that the pressure to obtain admission in- 
creases with each term, and the building is already crowded 
beyond its capacity. The average attendance, which was 
unprecedently large for 1870, has, in 1871, reached the unex- 
ampled number of 575.42. 

Nothing could more forcibly attest the popularity of the 
school. The models and apparatus for illustration have been 
added to largely and judiciously, and the instruction is to-day 
more practical than ever. The course of study meets with 
continued approval, and the harmony which prevails in the 
Faculty, and between the Faculty and the students, promotes 
and evidences the efficiency of the school. The demand among 
business men for its graduates continues in excess of the supply, 
and affords a gratifying indication of the good results of the 
methods of teaching pursued. The excellent report of Professor 
Rich(^, the Principal, is herewith submitted, and is commended 
to the attention of the friends of education as a document of 
interest. 
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the normal school. 

The Normal School is as prosperous as ever. The work 
required of its teachers is arduous, and they are faithful ia its 
discharge. The higher education of woman cannot be too highly 
esteemed or provided for too liberally. It is to be hoped that 
in the coming years the standard of such education will be 
advanced, and there is every reason to believe that this school 
will keep pace with such advance and will fully and satisfactorily 
meet all the demands that shall be made upon it. It is to be 
hoped that, in view of the crowded condition of the school and 
its confessed inability to accomodate all who desire admission, 
the new building so long promised, may at length be provided. 
Mr. Fetter's report, appended hereto, will be read with interest. 

THE PUBLIC NIGHT SCHOOLS. 

The number of night schools has this year been increased so 
that ample accommodations are provided for all adults seeking 
instruction. 

Care has been taken to place these schools in the manufac- 
turing districts of the city, where they are especially needed. 
The schools have an aggregate attendance of 6,353, and are 
conducted with skill and success. 

The NiGHT School for Artisans, which is an outgrowth of 
the Central High School, and dependent for much of its value 
upon the instrumentalities there furnished, continues its useful 
and successful career. It has been in operation for nine weeks, 
and will probably be kept open for nine or ten weeks longer. 

The character of its students is up to the usual standard. 
Almost every workshop is represented as heretofore, and the 
lectures are listened to with the same degree of interest as in 
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former seasons. As the session is still in progress, the report 
of Prof. Eich^, the principal, cannot yet be submitted. 

The beneficial results which these public night schools are 
working out in educating so many of our middle-aged, and 
even old men, and the manner in which they are absorbing the 
old fire department and gathering in so many whose evenings 
were spent in the surroundings of the engine and hose-house, 
are hopeful signs that the morals of the rising generation will 
be purified, and society vastly benefited by the institution of 
these schools. 

VAGRANT CHILDREN. 

There is no subject which appeals more urgently to the 
Board, than that of the vagrant children who infest our streets. 

In number over 20,000, and yearly increasing, they threaten 
to disturb the peace and security of society, and are, at all 
times, a prolific source of demoralization. What is to be done 
with them ? Whatever may be said against compulsory educa- 
tion, however much it may be thought to militate against the 
genius of our institutions, there can be no doubt that the com- 
munity has some power to deal with this giant and growing 
evil. The law is assuredly competent to abate a manifest 
nuisance. Vagrants, whether children or adults, can certainly 
be subjected to restraints that shall remove them from the 
streets, and, to some extent, control and regulate their actions, 
and it is but a short and easy step from this to some provision 
for their intellectual and moral education. Wretched as is the 
condition of these friendless outcasts, there is certainly enough 
of promise in them to encourage the hope that, from being 
active sources of evil, they may be transformed into positive 
sources of good. 
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It is impossible to limit the civilizing eflFects of shelter, food, 
and clothing and of moral and religious surroundings upon 
creatures who have heretofore been subjected to none but the 
depressing and degrading influences of a street life, without 
home, friends, or culture. 

Not only is it a duty that, by the law of Christian charity, 
we owe to these unfortunates, but it is also a duty that, by the 
law of self-preservation, we owe to ourselves, to attempt some- 
thing in this direction. Whether we consider the question from 
the low but necessary stand-point of selfish interest, or whether 
we regard it in the light of a comprehensive and self-denying 
philanthrophy, the obligation is equally apparent and equally 
imperative. It is not, perhaps, within the province of the pre- 
siding oflScer to mark out a plan. That must be the outcome 
of the prolonged deliberation and frequent conference of com- 
mittees appointed for the purpose by this Board, and by the 
Legislature of the State. It is gratifying to know that initia- 
tory steps have been already taken, but it is vitally important 
that the work be prosecuted until some tangible and satisfac- 
tory result be reached. 

It might be practicable to make a partial provision for such 
children in the House of Correction, now being constructed in 
our city. At all events let something be accomplished and 
that 80<m ! 



ADVANCED INSTRUCTION IN OUR SCHOOLS. 

Notwithstanding the boasted extent to which our systems of 
education have been developed, much misapprehension yet 
prevails as to their true nature and limits. 
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Elementary instruction is still too often insisted on, and 
anything more than the rudiments is decried as superfluous 
and beyond the jurisdiction of the State. 

There can be no greater or more dangerous error. Education 
does not consist in the mere acquisition of knowledge, but is 
rather the development of the capacities of the mind for such 
acquisition. Only so far as it results in such development can 
our system be regarded as successful, and the true work of 
education can scarcely be said to begin, until long after the 
rudimentary stage has been passed. To fix, therefore, a pro- 
crustean limit by which all minds shall be restrained, and 
beyond which they shall be left to their unaided efforts is, in 
truth, to defeat the real end of teaching, and to rob the system 
of its essential and crowning triumph. The only limit that 
can be recognized in a rational system of education is that 
which natnre has set up in the original constitution of the 
human mind. 

That constitution varies so that each mind will, as a rule, 
find for itself its natural level, and will content itself with that 
degree of instruction which it is qualified to receive and 
improve. 

Until that capacity is filled, the work of education is incom- 
plete, and while it may be argued that it will be carried on by 
spontaneous effort, and that self-made men are, at last, the best, 
it is to be remembered that self-education is always purchased 
at the cost of an immense waste of effort, and that many minds 
whose powers, if developed, would be of inestimable value to the 
community, are yet lacking in that robust and vigorous quality 
which might enable them to contend successfully in the struggle 
of life, and to wrest from an adverse fate the education essential

to the full fruition of their powers. It is, therefore, with satis- 
faction that the introduction of various provisions in our school 
system for more advanced instruction is contemplated, together 
with the partial supply that has been attempted, of the apparatus 
and appliances for the perfecting of such instruction. But it is 
only as the foreshadowing of the larger work that is to be 
accomplished in the future that we care to dwell on it here. 
Why shall not our system be gradually rounded i-nto complete- 
ness ? That it is the duty of the community to provide for such 
an enlargement of the educational system we do not argue. 
But we do earnestly maintain that a perception of the true 
interests of society must carry to every mind the irresistible 
conviction that in no other way can that interest be so effectu- 
ally promoted. 

If it is to the profit of a state to expend the public money 
for the development of internal resources, and the extending of 
internal improvements, how much more must it be to its profit 
to develop the minds of its citizens, which constitute, after all 
that can be said, the resource which is the richest in capacity, 
and the growth and expansion of which must precede the 
development of all other resources, however seemingly limitless. 

The development of mind, without which there can be no 
lasting wealth, no harmony of intercourse, no true mastery by 
man of nature, no genuine morality, and consequently no real 
civilization, should not be left to the accidental, irregular and 
uncertain action of spontaneous individual effort, but should be 
secured by the powerful, resistless, and comprehensive action of 
society at large. The powers, resources, and energies of the 
whole state should be consecrated to the work of education. 
Only 80 can the highest prosperity of the state, material, intel- 
lectual, and moral, be placed on an enduring foundation.

I5>;t faith in its ultimate practicability, and an earnest desire 
for it't a/yy^mplishment, wiil strengthen the hands of the Board 
in its efTorUj to introduce new studies and amplify those already 
pur>;u^d in our Hchools. The people, and even educators them- 
holve-i, fchrink from the introduction of an entirely new scheme 
of edtication, while they become reconciled to the same or a 
similar scheme, and ardently rejoice in its adoption when pre- 
ijented gradually.

QlVTLEMEK: 

The Report of tlie Central High School for the year ending December 31, 
1871, is herein submitted. 

The course of study has not been altered, and is again given in tabular 
form. 
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It is important to note, that in carrying out the foregoing 
course, an arduous and responsible labor devolves upon the 
Professors. The system pursued is not that of merely hearing 
recitations prepared at home. The explanations in the class- 
rooms are elaborate and incessant. The apparatus, models, 
and diagrams, both those belonging to the school, and others, 
that are the property of the Professors, are freely and profit- 
ably employed as illustration. In this way the various branches 
of study are simplified so that a student, unless absolutely 
negligent, cannot fail to make satisfactory progress. 

The successful administration of so large a school involves 
constant vigilance. Attention must be given to countless 
details which cannot be specified in a report such as this, but 
which are vital to the prosperity of the institution. Frequent 
communication with the parents of the students is maintained 
in regard both to scholarship and deportment, for it is only by 
the sincere and earnest co-operation of parent and teacher that 
the work of education can be successfully carried forward. 
Every opportunity is improved for instilling into the minds of 
the students sound moral principles, so that the charge so 
often urged against the system of public school instruction, 
that the moral nature is disregarded, can have no application 
here. The discipline is firm, but enforced with a kindliness 
which convinces the students that their own welfare is the end 
kept constantly in view. A good feeling, therefore, prevails 
amongst them, which accepts the unavoidable incidents of school 
life with intelligent appreciation, and obviates, in great measure, 
the necessity for a recourse to the severe punishments in the 
power of the Faculty. 

The ability, fidelity, and untiring industry of the Professors 
in the discharge of their important and onerous duties cannot 
be commended in terms too strong. They are alive to the 
dignity and significance of their work, and it is to be wished 
that their labors were both better appreciated and better paid. 
The members of the committee have co-operated in a liberal 
spirit in all measures for the benefit of the school. 
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The attendance continues steadily to increase, the average 
for 1871 being the unprecedented number of 575.42. It is now, 
however, near its limit, unless enlarged provision be made for 
the reception of students by the erection of a new building. 
The growth of the school continues to be where it is most 
desired, in the middle and higher classes, which proves con- 
clusively that the full course of study is growing daily in favor. 
It is manifest that the institution supplies a need that is widely 
and deeply felt, and that year by year more parents seek to 
secure for their sons the advantages of the school. 

The appropriation for the year for Philosophical Apparatus 
and Chemicals was enlarged by the addition of a special item of 
fifteen hundred dollars, by means of which the following valuable 
additions have been made to the stock already possessed.

In September it was ascertained that the United States 
Commissioner of Patents had decided to distribute among 
educational institutions the models of inventions which remained 
in his office unpatented and uncalled for, provided that the 
institutions receiving them would ensure the safe-keeping of 
the models and their return in good condition if hereafter 
claimed by the makers. It was thereupon determined by the 
Committee to secure the benefit of this decision for the High 
School, and Prof. Houston was authorized to go to Washington 
10 confer with the Commissioner and to select such models as 
might prove both desirable and obtainable. The result has 
been that, for an outlay of sixty-one j%\ dollars, the amount 
of the professor's expenses and of the charges for boxing, freight, 
and porterage of the models, the following valuable collection 
has been entrusted to the school.

The only difiSculty is to provide means for their proper and 
secure storage, for which purpose arrangements are being 
rapidly perfected. 

Two cases have been constructed for the reception of appa- 
ratus in the lecture room, and one is now approaching com- 
pletion in class-room No. 3. It will be necessary to make still 
farther provision during the coming year. 

The large number of students in the school has compelled a 
re-arrangement of the seats in the lecture-room, which has 
enlarged its capacity, and has, in all other respects, worked 
well. The room has also been imi)roved by the introduction 
of gas-fixtures of a new pattern, which give increased light. 

In April an exhibition of selected declamations took place 
which attracted a crowded audience and gave great satisfaction. 
Hassler's Parlor Orchestra was in attendance, and the students 
who declaimed acquitted themselves with credit, and in some 
instances with distinguished success. 

Nothing else, it is believed, calls for special mention at the 
present time. It remains only to commend the school to the 
love and support of every patriotic and thoughtful citizen. It 
is yet young, but already every class in the community can 
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boast individuals from its alumni whose usefulness and rising 
reputation reflect lustre upon the school, and who will willingly 
confess that much of that usefulness and promise would never 
have been theirs but for the stimulus and aid which the school 
extended to them in their early and otherwise, perhaps, unaided 
struggles. Already the bench and the bar, the medical pro- 
fession, the professions of literature and art, and, what is 
equally a credit and a glory, the workshops of our city, are 
proud to acknowledge among their most thorough and success- 
ful workers, men who, but a few years back, were High School 
students, but whose earnest thought or skilled labor is to-day 
contributing largely to the science or to the wealth of the 
country. What has been done in little more than a generation 
is but an earnest of what may be looked for in the long future. 
The school is, and must ever be, a source of civilizing and 
refining influence which will repay and overpay a thousand 
fold the cost of its establishment and maintenance.

Gentlemen: — In obedience to the rules adopted for the 
government of the Girls* Normal School, the Annual Report 
for the year ending December 31, 1871, embracing the forty- 
sixth and forty-seventh terms, is hereby respectfully submitted.

Since the organization of the school three thousand four 
hundred and one pupils have been enrolled ; of that number 
thirteen hundred and twenty-four have graduated, and nineteen 
hundred and sixteen have been appointed to situations as 
teachers.

At the semi-annual admissions of pupils during the year, one 
hundred and eighty-three were admitted, as follows : Eighty- 
nine in February and ninety-four in July ; of this number, 
five never attended, leaving the actual number admitted 
one hundred and seventy-eight. When admitted they must 
be fourteen years of age, must have been pupils in the Public 
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Schools at least one year, and must be residents of the city 
of Philadelphia. Before admission, they must have passed a 
satisfactory examination in the school from which they are 
sent, in reading, penmanship, orthography, dictation, geogra- 
phy, history, grammar, parsing, composition, definitions, and 
arithmetic. A copy of the results of the examinations, together 
with a certificate signed by the committee on the school, the 
principal, and the member of the Board of Public Education 
from the section, must accompany the pupils. 

Of those who graduated this year, it is a gratifying fact 
that each one carries with her, not only a diploma, but also a 
certificate of qualification to teach, thus showing by a public 
examination, her fitness to instruct in the Public Schools of the 
district. The Committee on Qualifications of Teachers, at the 
examinations held in May and November, granted certificates 
to two hundred and seventeen pupils, as follows : at the May 
examination, one hundred and twenty-six, and at the Novem- 
ber examination, ninety-one. Since the new plan of examina- 
tion went into effect, the supply of teachers greatly exceeds the 
demand ; consequently, many of the graduates of last July 
are still anxiously waiting for situations. The continuance 
and success of this school for the professional education of 
teachers will depend very much upon the action of the Board 
of Education in reference to the plan of admission, and to the 
results at the teachers* examination. If, by wise legislation, 
they recognize its value, by favoring the appointment of its 
graduates to vacancies in the Public Schools, in preference to 
those who have merely passed through the Grammar Schools, 
young ladies will have an inducement to enter this school and 
devote their time to special preparation for the business of 
teaching. 

Most of those who have left during the year did so with a 
view of engaging in teaching, and, generally, have shown them- 
selves well qualified. The ineflBciency which is apparent in 
some few of the pupils, is sometimes owing to ignorance of the 
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wants and peculiarities of children, and the laws of mental 
development; sometimes to a lack of acquaintance with the 
principles and modes of teaching. This deficiency can be 
supplied by a thorough course of distinct normal training. 

The need of a suitable school of practice becomes daily 
more apparent, in order that the errors and mistakes in teach- 
ing, consequent on youth and inexperience, may be corrected 
before the teacher assumes entire charge of a division; and 
that she may learn how to impart what she knows ; and how 
to influence the heart, while striving to instruct the head. 
Habits of invention, self-reliance, and self-government, must 
be acquired, and a proper appreciation of the important relation 
which the teacher sustains to the community. There are times 
which appear eminently suitable for improvement in matters of 
public interest; circumstances unite, which create wants and 
at the same time give opportunities to supply them ; such 
seems to be the case now in reference to a School of Practice 
and a new building. The want of well-trained teachers in a 
community like ours is not a luxury, but an imperative necessity 
As the demand for such teachers increases, the means necessary 
to secure them must be increased. A new building capable of 
affording accommodations for the Normal School, and also for 
a School of Practice, was never more imperatively demanded 
than at the present time, and it is much to be regretted that 
your efforts in this direction for years have thus far foiled. 
While the instruction in this department is productive of good 
results, such practice is needed as will give a proper idea of 
the obstacles to be overcome in the primary and secondary 
schools. 

It would be wise to include in such a school the Kindergar- 
ten, in order to secure teachers well trained in object teaching, 
thus making our primary departments schools of art. This 
system recognizes the fact that curiosity and the desire to 
become familiar with things by manipulation, is among the 
first impulses of the child. Instead of giving bim a book, con- 
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taining mere abstractions, in which he feels no interest, objects 
are presented which arouse inquiry. The balls, sticks, cards, 
cubes, triangles, &c., are not for mere amusement, they are 
really the first lesson books, from which he acquires readiness 
in observation, accuracy of eye, a proper sense of touch, and 
skill in comparing objects. There is no doubt that the exer- 
cises in a properly arranged Kindergarten, form the basis of 
knowledge in drawing, arithmetic, geometry, &c.; certainly the 
child who learns to make properly formed figures, to measure 
distances, to adjust and arrange blocks, is studying these 
branches in the most successful manner. Habits of attention, 
order, and industry, are formed, which tend to make school a 
delight, instead of a burden. The intellectual training of these 
schools is undoubtedly better than the instruction in our 
Primary Schools. 

In the School of Practice, the pupil teacher should be trained 
80 as to discard all text book instruction, except so far as it is 
made a basis for the acquisition of knowledge and the develop- 
ment of mind. The influence of the instructor, inspired by 
new thoughts and methods, independent of all books, has a 
tendency to enliven and stimulate the pupil to a love for study. 
Young teachers should, therefore, have within their reach all 
available means of improvement in the art of teaching, and in 
the science of mental culture ; they should learn to read care- 
fully, examine candidly, and weigh impartially every subject 
they study, and as in other walks of life, they should be taught 
to keep pace with the times. As teachers in expectancy, they 
should learn to divest themselves of all prejudice, seize upon 
every thing new which is an improvement, make " Excelsior " 
their motto, and aim to attain a high position in their pro- 
fession. 

The object of the school is to educate teachers for our Public 
Schools. The standard of admission, therefore, should be gradu- 
ally elevated, so that the instruction in the Grammar Schools need 
not be repeated after entering the Normal School. The Nor- 
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mal School should furnish that special knowledge which teachers 
alone require. The course of instruction now comprises a 
thorough review, during the first year, of the studies taught 
in the lower schools, with reference to the best methods of 
instruc^on. The aim is, to give to each subject the severe, 
patient, and persevering application, which its importance 
demands, to strengthen and develop the faculties, and to fit 
the pupils for a thorough course in more advanced studies. 
The second year is intended for mental discipline, and a higher 
grade of scholarship. The third year includes lectures on 
theory and practice of teaching and natural science, also, 
practice in teaching in every department. Many pupils re- 
ceived under the present plan of admission are very deficient 
in mathematics, hence important changes have been necessary 
in some of the departments. 

Since the change the following are the studies pursued in 
the several departments. 

Lectures on Natural Philosophy, Chemistry, 
and Theory and Practice of Teaching, also instruction in 
Reading.

Geography, Elementary Geology, and Physiology.

Instruction in Drawing, Penmanship, 
and Elementary Astronomy. 

Miss Elizabeth W. Dickson. Instruction in Mental, Theo- 
retical, and Practical Arithmetic.

It is much regretted that a more complete set of Philosophi- 
cal Apparatus cannot be secured to aid in the instruction in 
Natural Philosophy and Chemistry, and thus increase the 
interest in this department, which is so well calculated to 
excite thought and develop mind. 

The semi-annual examinations to determine the qualifications 
for promotion, give a healthful tone to all the operations of 
the school, by awarding meritorious distinctions to the in- 
dustrious and worthy. For promotion the average is sixty, 
except the graduating class, in which an average of seventy is 
required. 

The course of studies requires not less than three years. 
The studies continued during the course are rhetoric, com- 
position, elocution, reading, general history, geometry, men- 
suration, algebra, grammar, analysis of words, etymology, 
drawing, vocal music, penmanship, arithmetic, and physical 
culture. Those not requiring three years of study are local 
and physical geography, mental arithmetic, physiology, moral 
science, English literature, Constitution of the United States, 
and declamation. 

The average attendance during the year was more than 
ninety-seven per cent. This unusual regularity is indubitable 
evidence that the pupils appreciate the advantages extended 
them. Considering the crowded condition of the school, with 
over five hundred pupils in a building capable of seating com- 
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fortably not more than four hundred, and the inconveniences 
which all suffer, in such small and poorly ventilated class- 
rooms, the regularity of attendance is surprising. 

The subject of music in this school continues to occupy the 
attention of all interested in its success in the lower schools, 
as it is here the friends of education must look for teachers. 
The only successful plan of instruction in any subject is through 
the regular teacher ; hence, those engaged to teach should be as 
well trained in music as in any other department of the school. 
As to its importance, all will agree that it exerts an elevating 
and refining influence through the entire process of education. 
It consists, not only in the training of one of the most admired 
gifts the Creator has bestowed on His creatures, but it is a 
powerful auxiliary in the proper development and culture of 
all the mental faculties ; it harmonizes wherever its influence 
is wisely exerted. It has been truly said, " The cultivation of 
music in the schools throws a new interest into the affections at 
home." There is no doubt that many a fireside is made happier 
through the charms of music instilled into the youthful mind 
at school. The effect of systematic, thorough instruction in 
music to over eight thousand children in our Public Schools 
must effect an influence for good, extensively felt in a large 
city like this. • It is hoped the Board of Education will, at an 
early day, make it a subject of consideration at the Teachers' 
Examination, as it is believed this will tend to secure its suc- 
cessful instruction, and lead those seeking certificates to feel 
more interest in the subject. 

The teachers continue to exhibit the most untiring diligence 
and zeal in the performance of their arduous duties. Their 
familiarity with the subjects taught in their respective depart- 
ments enables them to develop the reasoning faculties and 
cultivate the reflective powers of the pupils. 

Durin the year Miss Emma E. Geiselman resigned her 
position as teacher of geometry and mensuration. Miss Geisel- 
man had been connected with the school for about two years. 
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and had proved* an industrious and successful teacher. She 
carries with her in her new sphere of duty the esteem and 
confidence of all connected with the school. Miss Eliza C. 
Bower was selected as her successor. Miss Bower graduated 
at the head of her class in January, 1869. While a student 
she was remarkable for the extent and accuracy of her knowl- 
edge, especially in mathematics. As a teacher, she exhibits 
great ability in imparting knowledge. It is believed the 
results of her labors will prove th<e choice to have been a wise 
one. 
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It is a matter of deep regret and sorrow, that the city 
councils have again delayed taking favorable action on the 
application made to them for a new building ; the present one 
was never intended for such a school as this, as at present con- 
stituted ; the rooms are inconvenient, unventilated, and over- 
looked by noisy shops, surrounded by objectionable dwellings, 
constantly disturbed by the almost continuous noise of fruit 
venders and hucksters, and much too small for the constantly 
increasing numbers. Several sites have been under considera- 
tion, and it is hoped a suitable one may be selected at an early 
day, large enough for a building which will accommodate the 
wants of the Grammar Schools. Can the city make any better 
appropriation, or spend the money of our citizens to better 
advantage than in erecting for their daughters a commodious 
and convenient school-building ? Such a structure would be 
an ornament to our city. 

These statements and the following statistics are deemed 
suflBcient to enable you to form correct conclusions in reference 
to the necessity and usefulness of the school. While much 
interest on the part of many of our citizens, and distinguished 
strangers from all parts of the world, is exhibited by their 
frequent visits, it is to be regretted that many who profess to 
be interested in our Public Schools, do not make themselves 
better acquainted with it by actual observation. It seems but 
necessary to become acquainted with the practical operations 
of the school to be convinced of the great necessity which 
exists for the most liberal and generous support of a school on 
whose success depends the well being of the Public Schools of 
Philadelphia. 

Finally, gentlemen, permit me to express my many thanks 
for your kindness and encouragement in the performance of the 
many arduous duties and responsibilities devolving on me.

For the Year 1871. 

To the Board of Public Education of the 

First School District of Pennsylvania. 

Gentlemen : — In compliance with the rules for the govern- 
ment of this department, the following report is respectfully 
submitted : 

As the result of operations carried on during the year just 
closed, a number of additional school-houses have been finished 
and occupied, while others, although long since completed, have 
not been used owing to the fact that no appropriation has been 
made by Councils for furniture for them. There are also 
several others in course of construction, all of which are 
specially noted in detail in the report. 

During the year 1871, as opportunity offered, I examined 
the school properties in the various sections, and prepared a 
schedule of the same, wfth the location, size of lot, class of 
building, number of divisions, value of lot and building, value 
of furniture, &c. ; and at the request of M. Hall Stanton, Esq., 
President of the Board, I have inserted it in the report, under 
the impression that it will prove interesting to all friends of 
the present school system. 

Without claiming for this part of the report any undue ' 
approach toward accuracy, and being fully convinced that 
difference of opinion will bo entertained as to the valuation in

special cases, yet I have no doubt the result is as correct as 
would be obtjained under any other disinterested assessment. 

Several other subjects of interest have been touched upon, 
and the whole as much condensed as an intelligent exposition 
of the matter would warrant. 

The following buildings, mentioned in the last report as 
having been contracted for in 1870, have been finished during 
the year just closed. 

First Section. — School-house at the corner of Seventh and 
Dickinson Streets. This building, although fully ready for 
plastering on the first of January, was not completed until the 
fifteenth day of October. This delay was caused by the failure 
of the contractor, much time being lost in arranging with the 
securities, who, under the contract, were compelled to finish. 
A full description of the building will be found in my last 
report. This is one of the school-houses of which the Board 
has been debarred the use, for want of furniture. 

Councils apportioned a part of the railing from around the 
Penn squares, for the purpose of enclosing the grounds, but 
the Board has not been able to secure any part of it, conse- 
quently the lot is now surrounded by a close board fence, with 
the exception of a portion immediately in front of the building. 

Second Section. — School-house on the north side of Carpenter 
Street, west of Ninth. This building was commenced on 
the twenty-fifth day of July, 1870, and completed on the 
twenty-fifth of September, 1871, since which time it also has 
stood idle for want of furniture. 

Fifth Section. — School-house on Third Street, south of Pine 
Street. Commenced on the eighteenth of October, 1869, and 
finished June 30, 1871. Was occupied as soon as completed. 

Fifth Section. — School-house on Sixth Street, north of Lom- 
bard Street. Commenced on the sixth of June, 1870, and finished 
January 15, 1871. All of the class rooms were at once filled by 
removing the pupils from the basement of the old building. 

Ninth Section. — School-house on Filbert Street, west of 
Twentieth Street. Extension of the old building. Commenced 
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November 12, 1870, finished June 15, 1871. Not occupied for 
want of furniture. 

Twelfth Section, — School-house on Noble Street, east of Sixth 
Street. Commenced on the twenty-fifth of May, 1870, and 
finished May 2, 1871. This building was at once filled by 
transferring the pupils from two rented school-houses. 

Twerntieth Section, — School-house on Eleventh Street, south 
of Thompson Street. Commenced November 30, 1870, finished 
on the nineteenth of September, 1871. Occupied by the pupils 
from the old school -house. 

Twenty-first Section. — School-house on Washington Street, 
Manayunk. Commenced October 18, 1870, finished November 
16, 1871. Occupied at once by the pupils from the old school- 
house. 

Twenty -second Section. — School-house on Highland Avenue, 
Chestnut Hill. Commenced August 1, 1870, finished May 
13, 1871. Now occupied by the pupils from the old Cottage 
Street School-house. 

Twenty-fifth Section. — School-house, corner of Frankford 
Road and Helen Street. Commenced September 19, 1870, 
finished December 30, 1871. Now being furnished. 

Twenty-ninth Section. — School-house, corner of Twenty-third 
and Jefferson Streets. Commenced July 15, 1870, finished 
April 15, 1871. Occupied at once by pupils from rented 
buildings. 

Note. — A description of all the foregoing buildings will be 
found in the Superintendent's Report for the year 1870. 

The following buildings were commenced after the first of 
January, 1871, some of which (as noted) have already been 
finished. 

First Section. — School-house, corner of Tenth and Snyder 
Streets. A two-storied, brown stone building, with four class- 
rooms and teachers' room on each floor. Commenced August 
21, 1871. and is now ready for the roof. George Brinkworth, 
contractor ; cost $16,330. 
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Tenth Section, — School-house on Cherry Street, west of Tenth 
Street. This is a three-storied brick building, with a brown 
stone front, having four class rooms and teachers' room on each 
floor. Commenced February 20, and finished October 27, 1871. 
Philip H. Somerset was the contractor; the cost of the build- 
ing was $19,845. 

Tenth Section. — School house on Race Street, west of Broad 
Street (extension of the old building). A three-storied, brown 
stone building, with two class rooms, hall, &c., on each floor. 
Commenced April 7, and finished October 14, 1871. Philip 
II. Somerset was the contractor ; the cost of tlie improvement 
was $10,000. 

Fourteenth Section, — School-house on Wood Street, east of 
Twelfth Street. A three-storied, brown stone building, with 
six class-rooms, teachers' room, &c., on each floor, also direc- 
tors' and janitor's room on the first floor. 

The peculiarity in the shape of the lot on which this school- 
house is erected, made it necessary to prepare a plan entirely 
difi'erent from any yet in use. 

It is believed that this has been done so as to secure for the 
building a claim to be rated a first-class school-house. It was 
commenced on the 2Sth of March, 1871, and will be finished 
early in 1872. William Keas is the contractor; the cost, 
$25,500. 

Fourteenth Section. — School- house on Wood Street, west of 
Eleventh Street (extension and alteration of the William D. 
Kelley School-house). Being an addition of five class-rooms, 
with a brown stone front to the building, &c., &c. Commenced 
August 21, 1871, and will probably be finished by April 1, 1872. 
Joseph M. Thomas is the contractor; the cost, $8,925. 

Fifteenth Section, — School-house, corner Twenty-third and 
Shamokin Streets. A three-storied, brown stone building, 
with five class-rooms on each floor. Commenced April 24, 
1871, and will probably be finished by April 1, 1872. Charles 
C. Carman is the contractor ; the cost, $28,700. 
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Twenty -second Section. — School-house on Allen's Lane, Mt. 
Airey. A three-storied, gray stone building, with four class- 
rooms and teachers' room on each floor. Commenced May 11, 
1871 ; now being plastered. William H. McNamee is the con- 
tractor ; cost, $19,940. 

Twentj/'fourth Section, — School-house, corner of Thirty-eighth 
and Story Streets. Two-storied brick building, with brown 
stone base and dressings ; six class-rooms on each floor. 

This school-house has been peculiarly unfortunate in its 
history. The contract was originally awarded to William 
Frazier on November 7, 1870, for the sum or price of $19,745. 
He at once proceeded to get up the cellar walls and put on the 
first floor of joists, thus securing the first instalment of the 
contract price — amounting to $3,159.20. This done, Mr. 
Frazier failed to proceed any further, and after months of 
vexatious delays (during which various attempts were made to 
secure the completion of the building both by Councils and the 
Board), advertisements were inserted in the daily papers for 
proposals for finishing, and on the 21st of December (more 
than a year after the original contract Wiis awarded), proposals 
were received and opened, but owing to the fact that the lowest 
estimate far exceeded the balance of the appropriation, as well, 
also, from the illness and consequent absence of the surety 
under the old contract, the matter was postponed, and so 
remains at this time. 

Twenty- Seventh Section, — School-house at the corner of 
Thirty-eighth and Spruce Streets. A three-storied, brown 
stone building with green stone dressings ; wdth six class-rooms 
on each floor, with directors' room and teachers' rooms. Manv 
difficulties had to be overcome before the work could be started, 
but operations commenced on June 30, 1871, and the building 
is now ready for the roof. Charles C. Carman is the contractor ; 
price, $35,837. 

The foregoing embraces a condensed history of the work on 
the new buildings for the past year. 
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In addition, several old buildings were altered and the usual 
amount of repairs under the appropriations for special items 
attended to, costing in all about $33,000. 

The aggregate cost of the buildings contracted for during 
1871, was $184,822, which gives an average cost for each 
class-room of about $1,750. 



DEMAND FOR ADDITIONAL BUILDINGS. 

As stated in the last report of the Superintendent : " In a 
city whose population increases at a rate of 20,000 per year, a 
constant increase in the number of school-houses will be 
required." The cry already comes from several of the 
sections urging upon the Board of Education to push their 
claims before Councils for appropriations for new buildings. 

Many of the rented buildings are totally unfit for the pur- 
pose, and should be replaced as soon as possible by comfortable, 
well-ventilated school-houses owned and controlled by the city. 
The amount asked for the year 1872 to pay the rental of these 
inferior buildings is over $35,000, representing a capital of 
nearly $600,000, which sum, if judiciously expended, would, 
without actually increasing the expenses of the city, go far 
toward meeting the pressing wants of the First School District. 



PLANS AND CONSTRUCTION. 

Particular care has been taken in the arrangement and 
planning of the new buildings, to keep the cost down to the 
lowest point without incurring the charge of meanness. To 
be a credit to tiie city, they must be neat and substantial ; more 
than that, your superintendent and architect has not dared to 
aim at, although he is convinced that a moderate sum expended 
on the adornment of both buildings and grounds, would be 
amply repaid by the improved and cultivated tastes of the 
pupils attending the diflferent schools. 
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NORMAL SCHOOL BUILDING. 

No progress has been made since last report in the matter 
of a new building for the Girls' Normal School. Difficulties 
present themselves when and where least expected. 

The site first selected as the choice of the committee, at the 
corner of Seventeenth and Spring Garden Streets, was given 
up on compromise with the Committee on Schools of Councils 
for that at Thirteenth and Spring Garden Streets, occupied by 
the Spring Garden Hall, conditioned that the hall might be 
removed and a new building erected, but the residents of the 
neighborhood protested, and another compromise was suggested, 
namely, the alteration of the old building so as to preserve the 
front and spire, but recently Councils withdrew entirely from 
the consideration of this as a site for the Normal School. 

The great difficulty has always been to find and secure a 
a site, that while central to all the sections, would not cost too 
much for the purpose intended. 

The importance of the object in view, seems to warrant 
extraordinary eflforts to secure a position commensurate with 
the high character of the institution and the honor of the city. 

What more suitable and appropriate place could be found than 
the centre of one of our many public squares ? Logan Square 
or Rittenhouse Square would be central, and in this utilitarian 
age it would be difficult to advance a reasonable argument 
against using a small portion of either of them for this purpose. 

For convenience of access, for healthfulness, for quietness, 
for cultivation of the finer tastes of the pupils, nothing more 
appropriate can be suggested ; and with the proper influences 
brought to bear upon Councils, the matter can be speedily and 
satisfactorily consummated. 

The attractiveness of the park wherein the building would 
be located, would be increased a hundred fold, and the moral 
influence exercised would be happily experienced by the resi- 
dents of the whole neighborhood. 

The superintendent earnestly recommends that measures 
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be taken to secure a site at once, if not in one of the public 
squares, as above suggested, then in any other suitable locality, 
as the interests of the Normal School have long and seriously 
suffered from want of additional accommodations. 

DAMAGE BY FIRE. 

One building only was injured by fire during the past year. 
The Ringgold School-house, at the corner of Fitzwater and 
Eighth Streets, in the Fourth Section, was set on fire by an 
incendiary, with the evident intention of destroying the build- 
ing utterly, and as nothing of value was removed, it must be 
conceded that the act was the mere out-cropping of that hatred 
of the school system which has displayed itself in New York, 
Cincinnati, and other cities. Fortunately, in this instance, 
the fire was discovered and extinguished before much damage 
was done. The necessary repairs were promptly made by the 
insurance company. 

HEATING AND VENTILATION. 

No change has been made in the system of heating and 
ventilation since last report, as the method in use seems to give 
general satisfaction, securing abundance of pure, heated air in 
the coldest weather. Many of the old buildings are very 
defective in both these respects, and it is difficult to suggest a 
remedy that will not involve a heavy expenditure for alterations 
in construction. So far as the deficiency of heat is concerned, 
the evil could, in many cases, be cured by a little attention on 
the part of the principal or teachers of the schools. 

The superintendent has several times been called to examine 
the heating apparatus, where it was charged that the heat (in 
the lower stories especially) was insufficient. On examination 
it was found that while the lower stories were deficient, the 
upper stories had so great an excess as to make it necessary 
(in the opinion of the teachers) to lower the sash in the windows 
from one to three feet from the top. 
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The tendency of heat is to ascend, and a current once estab- 
lished the heated air will invariably seek the highest outlet, be 
that outlet a hot air register or open window. 

Every class-room in the new buildings is provided with 
separate and distinct hot air and ventilating flues, and for 
the purpose of deriving the full benefit of the arrangement 
the sash should in no case be lowered in cold weather more 
than one inch from the top, and this only temporarily, as 
the foul air will bo drawn off through the ventilating register 
as fast as it accumulates. If the class-rooms in the upper story 
become too warm, instead of opening the windows and thus 
wasting the heat, the hot air registers should be either partially 
or entirely closed; this will cool the room, retain the heat in 
the building and remove all difficulty in heating the lower 
rooms ; then, if the lower rooms become too warm, the furnace 
doors should be opened to check the fire, or, if this be not con- 
venient from any cause, then the windows in the lowest (but 
never in the highest) story should be opened at the top as 
much as may be necessary until the evil be corrected. 

FURNISHING THE CLASS-ROOM. 

As a general rule, class-rooms should be desked so that the 
pupils face toward the north, to avoid the direct rays of the 
sun on their faces when the blinds are opened (as they always 
should be), for sunlight is as necessary to the healthy, vigorous 
growth of children as it is for plants or flowers. The custom 
prevails of keeping a very subdued light in the €chool-room ; 
this, while it may be an evidence of refined taste in a private 
study or parlor, is out of place in the public school-room, which 
may, with propriety, be called a mental workshop, where pure 
air and strong light can be used to decided advantage by both 
teachers and pupils. 

In conclusion, the architect and superintendent desires to 
acknowledge the continued and harmonious co-operation of the 
Board and the Committee on Property in the eflbrt to improve 
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the character of the public school-buildings. Constant proof 
of the favorable impression that has been made regarding them, 
has been furnished by visitors from other cities, who have 
examined them preparatory to erecting buildings for school 
purposes. 

Philadelphia has reason to be proud of her Public School 
Buildings as well as of her Public School System. 

The following tables will probably surprise even those who 
are more familiar than the general public with the school 
department. 

Many have been in the habit of looking upon the school 
interests as of secondary importance, whereas (aside from the 
educational, literary, and moral influence exercised in the 
community), the amount of capital invested in buildings an<l 
grounds, with the annual expenditures necessary to successfully 
conduct them, entitle the " Department of Schools " to be placet! 
at the head of the many departments of the city government.

This course of instruction, and the rules accompanying the 
same, shall form a part of the rules of the Board, and shall not, 
in any respect, be changed, unless such change shall be pro- 
posed at one stated meeting of the Board to be acted upon at 
the next, and shall receive the approval of two-thirds of the 
whole Board. 

The principals of the Primary, Secondary, and Grammar 
Schools shall require to be taught in their respective depart- 
ments the entire amount of study herein assigned to each, 
by such an apportionment of the said studies among the several 
divisions as in their judgment may seem best. 

The period of six months shall be devoted to the instruction 
of each division in the studies allotted to it. 



STUDIES ASSIGNED TO THE PRIMARY DEPARTMENT. 

Alphabet. — Cards Nos. 1 to 8. 

Spelling. — Willson Primary Speller, the first 95 lessons, or 
Worcester's Primary Speller, the first 144 lessons. (Each 
teacher's desk shall be supplied with a copy of Webster's 
or Worcester's Octavo Dictionary.) 
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Reading. — Willson's or Hillard'^ Primer, completed. Hillard's 
Second Reader, completed, or Wilson's Second Reader to 
page 135. The meaning and use of words occurring in 
the reading lessons to be explained. 

Lessons Introductory to Penmanship. — Instruction in the 
proper method of sitting, holding the pen, and the form- 
ation of small and capital letters — using for this purpose 
a slate and pencil. 

— Words from Willson's Charts Nos. 4, 5, and 6; or 
words in spelling and reading lessons. The simplest 
directions for using capitals at the beginning of sentences 
and names of persons and places. 

Arithmetic — Reading and writing numbers from one to one 
hundred millions, and Mental Exercises from French's 
First Lessons to page 71; or Brooks' Primary to page 51 ; 
Federal Money, including the coins ; Avoirdupois Weight ; 
Dry and Liquid Measures; Practical Examples in Addition, 
Subtraction, Multiplication, Short Division, and Long 
Division — Divisors not to exceed three figures. The ex- 
amples at the examinations to be placed on the black-board 
in figures, using arithmetical signs. 

Oral Instruction and Object Lessons. — Common objects to 
be shown, and their most obvious parts and qualities to be 
pointed out. Charts Nos. 1 and 2. Color, — The principal 
and familiar colors to be shown by means of Chart No. 13. 
The terms straight, crooked, square- corner, sharp-corner, 
blunt-corner, round-corner, to be explained. Conversation 
upon reading lessons, so as to assist the pupils to com- 
prehend what they read ; and upon the uses of familiar 
animals. Explanation of simple forms, as circle, oblong, 
semi-circle, oval, hemisphere, and cone; also position of 
lines, as slanting, horizontal, vertical.

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INSTRUCTION TO TEAOHEBS. 



No. 1. 

SPELLING. 

No system of classification has been yet invented to render, 
by inflexible rules, the acquirement of a knowledge of spelling 
possible. Such knowledge can be obtained only by an exercise 
of the memory, and by habits of attention and observation, 
begun in early life, and carefully persisted in. 

Exercises in this branch of study should be both oral and 
written, and daily practised. 

In conducting oral exercises, a pupil should pronounce the 
word distinctly before spelling by its syllables; he should have 
but a single trial, and, if he fails, he should always be required 
to spell it correctly immediately after its correction, or at the 
close of the recitation ; or he may be required to write it several 
times, that he may become familiar with its form, for, truly, on 
this subject it is only "line upon line, and precept upon precept," 
that can accomplish anything. 

In conducting vn'iiten exercises, the pupil should, when 
required, divide the word into its proper syllables. These 
exercises should be examined either by the teacher herself, or 
under her personal supervision; and, in all cases, the pupil 
should be required to correct his errors. 

Teachers should pronounce the word but once in oral exer- 
cises, and not more than twice in written exercises, and never 
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in an unnatural or unusual tone, or so as to indicate the orthog- 
1 .iphy. The exercises may be varied by requiring the entire 
word to be spelled, or to be spelled by syllables, or by letter, 
^special care should be taken to secure distinct articulation 
:ind correct pronunciation; the utterance of each sound should 
be clear, sharp, and full. Concert spelling, if practised at all, 
.should be stopped the instant that it becomes measured or 
sing-song, 

A teacher should never assign a lesson without first pro- 
nouncing each word to be spelled, and having the pupils spell 
it in syllables, and afterwards pronounce it at sight. Attention 
should be called to difficult and unusual spelling whenever it 
may occur, and no errors of orthography should pass unnoticed.

READING. 



To read with feeling, intelligence, and acceptance, the reader 
must understand what the writer means — must enter into the 
spirit of the composition, and have his voice entirely under his 
control. 

It is not in the power of every one to become, in that respect, 
a good reader; but as that which is worth doing at all is worth 
doing well, and as reading is one of the established branches of 
education, it is proper to give it all the attention which will 
lead to the utmost acquirement of skill of which the pupil may 
be capable. 

In order to secure the control and cultivation of the voice, 
attention should bo given in the lower divisions to what is 
technically termed the explosion of elementary sounds. This 
exercise, care being taken not to strain the voice, will be followed 
by other good results than those under consideration ; will 
strengthen the lungs and aflFord relaxation, so as to better 
enable the pupil to renew attention to the studies which shall 
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succeed. The pupil should stand during the exercise, and the 
atmosphere of the room should be changed. Attention in the 
higher divisions should, in addition, be paid to quality, force, 
time, and pitch of the voice. 

The repetition of a badly read sentence does no good unless the 
faults be clearly marked out, and the correct reading given by 
the teacher, or by a pupil who has mastered the difficulty. 
Some concert reading may be beneficial, provided the teacher is 
careful to stop it instantly if it falls into sing-song or measured 
reading, or when it tends to the development of unpleasant or 
unnatural tones. Short sentences are much better than long 
ones for this purpose, as they do not tempt to measured 
reading. 

Mental discipline should be co-ordinate with vocal discipline. 
No dull, listless, unthinking pupil can ever become a good 
reader. The teacher must awaken thought; a lesson which the 
pupil can understand should be selected ; something a little in 
advance of what he has already learned, but yet within the 
range of his comprehension. The lesson should be talked about, 
and the ideas of the pupils drawn out and corrected, if erro- 
neous. His knowledge of the subject may be tested by asking 
a question, by requiring him to substitute one or more words 
that shall change the form, but not the meaning, of the pas- 
sage ; or by asking some question requiring that portion as an 
answer. 

A very common fault, is that of stumbling, hesitating, and 
repeating; to cure which the teacher should make the most 
earnest and determined efforts. It may arise from carelessness, 
from the use of books in advance of the pupil's ability, or from 
his failing to grasp the idea in time to give it clear utterance ; 
or it may result from being permitted to indulge in a similar 
habit in other recitations. A^poor reader cannot study or 
recite well. 

While a class are reading, the undivided attention of the 
teacher, as well as of the pupils, should be given to the exercise. 
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Pupils should be encouraged to criticise each other fairly and 
justly. During the progress of the reading no interruption 
should be permitted; but at its close, those that have noticed 
an error should have an opportunity to correct it ; and each 
should be required to explain and illustrate his own criticism. 
Declamation need not be insisted upon until pupils in this 
branch are somewhat advanced. 



No. 3. 

PENMANSHIP. 

One system should be taught throughout the Primary, the 
Secondary, and the Grammar Schools, so that as the pupils pass 
from one grade to another, they will not be obliged to unlearn 
what they have already acquired in regard to the distinctive 
features of that system. Thus the pupils will the more readily 
perfect and carry out the principles they have already partially 
become acquainted with, such as the movemeiits o{ the hand and 
arm ; analysis and rules for the formation of the letters, the 
position of sitting, the maimer of holding the pen, the correct 
slope and shading of the letters, uniformity in spacing, neatness, 
and elegance of style, legibility, ease, and rapidity of writing. 

The constant use of the blackboard or charts in contrasting 
the proper forms of the letters with the erroneous forms made 
by the pupil, is indispensable in teaching writing. 

The copy written upon the board by the teacher must always 
conform to the system used. The pupil must not be allowed to 
write rapidly before he is able to write a legible hand. 

The great aim of the teacher must be to impart a plain, neat 
handwriting, devoid of flourish or ornament, for no other style 
is suitable for business purposes. 

Whenever practicable, the teaching should be by the same 
teacher in all the grades of a school. 
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When it is thought advisable not to give the child a pen, a 
long slate pencil or a penholder with a slate pencil inserted 
should be used, and if a primary slate with the elementary 
forms on the margin could be adopted, it would serve a good 
purpose in amusing and instructing the pupil in drawing and 
writing. 

The time spent should not exceed five minutes to a lesson, 
and two or three lessons a day would be ample to form good 
habits at the commencement. 



No. 4. 



DRAWING. 



In introducing the subject of Drawing into our schools, one 
serious diflBculty presents itself, which, however, it is thought, 
may be easily overcome by a little perseverance on the part 
of the teachers. 

The diflBculty consists in the want of the necessary training 
on the part of the pupils of the higher divisions of the schools 
to fit them for entering at once upon the task laid down for 
them in the Eevised Course of Studies herewith presented. It 
i s, therefore, necessary that the teachers of these be directed 
to give the necessary preliminary instructions until pupils, who 
are regularly trained, be promoted to these divisions from the 
lower divisions. 

It is proposed that in the lower divisions the form and bUzc 
of the simple plane figures bounded by three and four lines, 
and the comparative size of the same shall be illustrated on the 
blackboard. 

Also, the length of lines, or of any objects in sight, and the 
comparative length shall be observed by the pupils, and the 
width and the comparative width of the plane figures mentioned 
above, and of any objects in sight. 
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Direction is also to be explained ; as from one point to 
another on the board, and the direction from one object to 
another, both in and out of the school-room, as to the right, 
to the left, upward, downward, (fee. Distance and comparative 
distance are to be explained in like manner. 

All the instruction in this division should have special retisr- 
ence to the correct discipline of the eye of the pupil, for on this 
depends almost entirely the future progress of the pupil in this 
art. The faults in enlarging or diminishing a subject in copy- 
ing it should be corrected as early as possible and the pupils 
taught to measure length and distance by the eye. Some pupils 
will uniformly produce a copy of a subject of much smaller size 
than the original; others again will just as perseveringly pro- 
duce one of much larger size. The thorough correction of 
these faults will require much patience and perseverance on 
the part of the teacher. 

All lessons in this division should be abundantly illustrated 
by drawings on the board, or the objects themselves, and the 
teacher should be supplied with a complete set of apparatus for 
the purpose. 

I£ is also of primary importance that the instructions to 
teachers given in the "Teacher's Guide," which accompanies 
the series of Drawing Cards and Books, be rigidly adhered to 
in the various divisions, that the subject be taught by " the 
system," and that the pupil be led by induction from that 
which is known to that which is unknown, so that each step of 
progress may prepare him for the next. 



No. 5. 

D ICTATION. 

Apart from the importance of this exercise in imparting a 
knowledge of spelling and impressing the forms of words upon 
the mind, it teaches in an easy manner the use of the punctua- 
tion and other marks. 
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In the primary and the secondary grades it is expected only 
that pupils shall be able to recognize and name the marks 
assigned to their divisions, and to make and place them under 
the direction of the teacher. 

When the pupils advance beyond the primary grades general 
and simple directions may be given for using capitals, and the 
marks of which they have occasion to make most frequent use ; 
this does not require or presuppose a knowledge of grammar, as 
it can be taught without. The main object should be to impart 
such instruction as may be made at once available if the pupils 
should bo obliged to leave school before reaching the grammar 
department. 

In the higher divisions it is not deemed necessary or advisable 
to teach formal, set rules for the use of the punctuation marks, 
especially of the comma, the semi-colon, and the colon, as this 
would require more time than can be profitably devoted, and 
more knowledge and intelligence than can be reasonably ex- 
pected in pupils of those grades; hence, all technicalities should 
be avoided, as well as all disputed or doubtful points. 

No. 6. 

COMPOSITION. 

If properly taught, there is, perhaps, no exercise that is of 
more practical advantage than that of composition. The pupil 
should be required to re-write reading or other lessons, using 
his own phraseology ; and, in the higher grades, to transpose 
poetry into prose. 

In letter-writing, attention should be given to the heading, 
the address, the manner of closing, the direction, etc. In 
assigning lessons for composition, care should be taken to give 
none except upon subjects about which the pupil has read, or 
upon which instruction has been given orally; he should be 
required to express in his own words \vhat he knows, and be 
encouraged to write his thoughts freely. 
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All mistakes in grammar or orthography should be marked ; 
if the errors are numerous the pupil should be required to re- 
write the exercise. 

No. 7. 

ARITHMETIC. 

Mental Arithmetic, — The best way to teach Arithmetic, is to 
devote about one- third of the time to Mental Arithmetic — a 
branch of study hitherto too much neglected in the Public 
Schools of this District. The lessons should, of course, be 
prepared by the class before recitation, so that the drill may 
be systematic, not hap-hazard. Pupils so taught will pass 
even a purely written examination in a manner far more 
creditable to themselves and their instructors, than if they 
had spent the whole time at Written Arithmetic. In the 
Primary Schools, and in the case of pupils in the higher 
grades who have not before taken up this subject, the exercises 
should be restricted to operations with small numbers, and to 
examples of a character not too complicated. Accura^^y in 
analysis, cultivation of memory, and facility in computation, 
are the things to be aimed at in this study. In general, the 
mind of the pupil must be trained to act without the aid of 
paper, slate, or pencil ; but when the questions are long and 
contain several conditions, the pupils should be supplied with 
text books, and should be permitted to use them during recita- 
tion ; otherwise, the mind may be too severely taxed in its 
efforts to retain and solve the question at the same time. 
After a lesson has been recited, the teacher should improvise 
questions containing the same principles; but the pupils should 
not be permitted to use the formula) previously taught, but 
should be required to give other methods, and should be 
encouraged and rewarded for any original solution, especially 
if it be concise and logical. Concert exercises in arithmetic 
should be avoided ; but sometimes, in order to secure attention 
and accuracy, a solution may be given by several members of 
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a class, each pupil taking the solution exactly where it was 
left by his predecessor, without omitting or 'repeating a 
word. Great pains should be taken to secure brevity and 
accuracy in language, and in methods and results. 

Written Arithmetic. — The principles involved in this study 
are of necessity the same as those in Mental Arithmetic. The 
two studies should be combined in all the higher grades, and 
pupils should not be permitted to solve the questions under any 
rule in Written Arithmetic until they shall be able to give a 
correct analysis of similar questions from a Mental Arithmetic. 
After the examples assigned for each day have been performed 
on slates, the teacher should, on the blackboard, give a solution 
of one of the examples, offering a clear and thorough explana- 
tion ; after which, each pupil should solve a question at the 
blackboard, endeavoring to give an explanation as thorough 
and explicit as the one given by the teacher. This method 
inspires the pupil with confidence and self-reliance. If prin- 
ciples, and not rules, be taught, teachers will experience no 
diflSculty in making some good arithmeticians. 



No. 8. 



DEFINITIONS 



In the lowest grades the teachers should explain the meaning 
of words found in the lessons by talking about them familiarly 
and showing how they could be used in short sentences and 
in ordinary conversation ; the pupil should not be expected to 
commit to memory, but to understand the meaning and the 
use of words. 

In divisions a little higher it is very important to direct the 
attention of the pupil to the meaning of words with which he 
is not already familiar. The list of words and their definitions, 
at the beginning of each reading lesson, should bo committed 
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to memory, and the meanings substituted in the passages in 
which they are found ; care must always be taken not to give 
synonyms, merely, instead of explanations. In the more ad- 
vanced divisions, every desk should be furnished with a small 
dictionary, and the pupil taught how to use it, and encouraged 
to turn to it always when he sees a word whose meaning he 
docs not understand. 



No. 9. 



GEOGRAPHY. 



There can be no eflfectual study of Geography without the 
use of globes. It is true, by close observation and hard labor, 
a correct and extensive knowledge of localities, &c., may be 
obtained, but by the aid of globes and large maps, the same 
knowledge may be gained with less labor, in less time, and with 
much more pleasure to the pupil. 

Effort should be made to render the study pleasant; the 
pupil s interest and attention should be excited by oral instruc- 
tion in whatever may be of an interesting character connected 
with the places mentioned, as the existence of natural curiosities, 
the association of memorable events, &c. 

Matters contained in statistical tables should be regarded 
more as subjects for reference than memory. 

The lessons upon climate, productions, manuHxctures, exports, 
inhabitants, forms of government, should bo short, simple, and 
comprehensive, as the object should be to avoid the usual 
repetition of the same fact. 

Map drawing upon the blackboard, &c., so as to obtain 
correct ideas of the forms of states, location of mountains, 
rivers, &c., should be co-ordinate exercise. 
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No. 10. 



GRAMMAR. 



When the study of this very important branch is commenced, 
the greatest stress should be laid upon oral instruction, and 
little attention given to formal definitions, except so far as may 
be necessary to an understanding of the subject under con- 
sideration. 

In the lower divisions, blackboard exercises are almost indis- 
pensable to stiow the characteristics of different parts of speech, 
which, as soon as learned, should be applied in the formation of 
simple sentences; these sentences should, in turn, be analyzed, 
the words classified, their attributes explained, their changes 
shown, and the rules of syntax applied. In this way the sub- 
ject may be rendered interesting, certainly practical, and not a 
dry study involving nothing but the memorizing of definitions 
and rules, without any apparent application. 

Great attention should be given to the language used in the 
school-room ; and pupils should be encouraged to correct every 
ungrammatical expression; no violation of the rules of ety- 
mology or syntax should be permitted to pass unnoticed in 
any remark or exercise. Every exercise and every recitation 
should be so conducted as to accustom pupils to correct modes 
of expression ; all questions should be clear and concise ; and 
every answer should embrace so much of the question as is 
necessary to make a complete sentence or proposition. 

The hjibits formed in early life determine the style of later 
years — **Tlie child is father of the man." Much depends upon 
a knowl«^dge of the principles of syntax, but more upon the 
examj^le set and encouraged by the teacher and those with 
whom the pupils associate. 



GRADED COURSE OF INSTRUCTION. Ill 

Parsing.— This subject is so closely allied to grammar that 
it cannot be considered apart from that branch; it is impossible 
to regard the province of the one as being distinct from the 
other. The formation of sentences from words, and the analysis 
of sentences already formed, assist in determining the connec- 
tion of each word with the others, by showing the dependence 
and relation of each towards the remainder of the sentence. 
The extract to be parsed should be read carefully, and its 
meaning explained, that the pupils may grasp the ideas ex- 
pressed. In the reading and other lessons, the connection of 
words may be noticed. 



No. 11. 

. ORAL INSTRUCTION. 

To each grade some topics are assigned for which no text- 
books are provided. These topics constitute what has been 
called the " Oral Course." This course is not designed to be 
exhaustive, but rather to furnish a little recreation from the 
ordinary routine of book study, at the same time that it gives a 
simple outline of matters important to be known by all pupils, 
especially by such as will be unable to go further than the out- 
line. Properly understood and pursued, it will prove of great 
value, both by reason of the actual knowledge gained, but 
more especially of the desire awakened for farther .ind more 
exhaustive study. The habits of ol'S rvation which it demands, 
and the interest which it engenders, are of incalculable value 
to the student. The incidental advantage of leaving pupils to 
the expression of their own thoughts and ideas is by no means 
to be disregarded. These benefits are proportioned to the 
general intelligence and tact of the teacher, and the reflex 
influence of the " Oral Course " upon the faithful teacher will 
appear in increased teaching power. New sources of illustra- 
tion are opened, and tlie ability to employ them is largely 
augmented. 
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Nearly every recitation furnishes occasion foF more or less 
incidental instruction; but the teacher who embraces every 
opportunity to switch off upon side issues may be sure that his 
time will be largely wasted. The thoughtful instructor will 
find some occasions that he will not dare neglect. 

Very many of the topics in the Oral Course can be treated 
most successfully as Object Lessons. The presence of the 
object gives life to the study. But mere gossip about the 
object is of no avail. There must be sysiematic study. First 
What do our senses tell us of the object presented as to color, 
form, taste, smell, etc. Second. What can we recall of the 
object when no longer seen, heard, tasted, smelled, or felt. 
Third. What are its points of resemblance or of contrast when 
compared with other objects with which we are familiar. 
Fourth. To which of the three kingdoms of nature does it 
belong, and what is its general classification. Fifth. What 
are we to infer as to its uses and practical value. The present 
knowledge of the child will determine how much time should 
be spent upon each of the above divisions, but their order may 
not safely be changed, nor should the attention of the child be 
diverted from any characteristic until some definite knowledge 
is gained. 

Teachers should make thorough preparation for these exer- 
cises, and be sure that their instructions are simple, concise, 
and accurate. They should never tell a child what he may be 
made to tell them, and should never give any information 
without calling for it again. 



No. 12. 

HISTORY. 



In this branch of study, care should be taken that the 
memory of the pupil be not burdened with trifling and unim- 
portant facts. Let the teacher seize upon the leading points 
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and impress them upon the pupil's attention. The most 
prominent incidents only should be associated with dates. Tn 
regard to others, it matters but little whether the exact date 
be remembered. 



No. 13. 



MUSIC. 



It is recommended, under the limitation which shall be fixed 
by the Superintendent of Music, that the rudiments of the 
Theory of Music be taught in the Primary Department from 
charts or blackboards, by the regular teachers therein, an 
acquisition as easy to the child as learning the alphabet; 
also, that a few of the simplest songs be designated by the 
Superintendent for the opening and closing exercises of the 
school. 

It is also recommended that the Theory of Music be taught 
(under the direction and supervision of the Superintendent) in 
the remaining departments by the regular teachers of the same, 
from a suitable manual to be provided for the purpose, and that 
a teview of the study of the same be made by the respective 
music teachers, and also, that all the practical music in these 
departments be taught by the music teachers. 

If any of the regular teachers feel that they are not qualified 
to comply with this direction, they will be taught free of charge 
by the Superintendent of Music. 

Music is now regularly incorporated in the course, and it 
should be the earnest desire of every faithful and progressive 
teacher, and the direct effort of all that have the best interests 
of popular education at heart, to engraft it upon the system of 
education so thoroughly that it may form an inseparable part 
of it, on account of its direct appeal to the heart, and its direct 
tendency is to elevate and refine.

No. 14. 
PHYSICAL EXERCISES. 

Means should be provided in each school-room for constant 
ventilation, and when not provided, the windows and doors 
should be lowered and opened for a few moments several times 
during each session. 

The above injunction is imperative, and teachers should not 
permit themselves to be guided in this respect by their own 
feelings. 

Each school-room should be provided with a thermometer, 
which should never be allowed to be lower than sixty degrees 
Fah., or higher than seventy-five — sixty-eight to seventy/ being 
the temperature desired. 

A recess of fifteen minutes shall be given once during each 
session, or fully that length of time should be devoted to 
Physical Exercises, the windows being lowered. 

In all the divisions particular attention should be given to 
the manner of sitting and standing, especially during recita- 
tions and reading exercises, and all teachers should earnestly 
persevere in their efibrts to prevent the formation of bad habits 
in these respects, and in correcting those which are already 
formed. 

No. 15. 

MORALS AND MANNERS. 

Love to parents and others, gentleness, kindness, obedience, 
honesty, truthfulness, politeness, neatness, diligence, etc., are 
to be cultivated in children, not so much by direct exhortation 
and formal precept, as by such expedients as shall call these 
aflfections and qualities into active existence. Lead a child to 
do a kind act, and you will increase his kindness of heart; and 
this is the best of all lessons on kindness. 
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Anecdotes and familiar examples from personal experience, 
or from reading lessons, illustrating love of brothers and 
sisters, respect to age, kindness to animals, regard for au- 
tjiority, obedience, etc., are among the best means of cultivating 
these virtues. Teaching mainly by examples will accomplish 
more than any amount of mere formal moral instruction. 

Teachers should improve every opportunity to inculcate les- 
sons of civility and courtesy. In the lower grades, especially, 
they should give frequent and minute directions respecting the 
ordinary rules of politeness. The pupils should be taught that 
when a question is asked them, it shows a lack of good breeding 
to shake the head or to remain silent in their seats ; even if 
they are not able to answer it, they should rise, and remain 
standing until it is passed to another. Tliey should* receive 
some general directions respecting the manners of young per- 
sons in the presence of those who are older. They should be 
taught that well-bred people do not laugh at mistakes, etc. 
Their manners in their intercourse with each other should 
receive the attention of the teacher. 

The position of the pupil in his seat, his movements in passing 
to and from the class, his posture in class or at his seat when 
called upon to recite, should receive the teacher's most careful 
scrutiny. All listless and lounging habits in the school-room 
indicate a careless spirit, which should be checked. The 
teacher should insist upon a posture, at all times, that ex- 
presses the respect which a pupil should feel for himself and 
hi' class-mates, as well as for his teacher.

BY-LAWS AND RULES. 



I. 

Officers. 

The officers of this Board shall be a President, a Secretary, 
an Assistant Secretary, First Clerk, Second Clerk, Third Clerk, 
and a Messenger ; to be elected annually, at the organization of 
the Board. 

II. 

President 

He shall preside at all meetings of the Bnard ; determine 
questions of or<lor without debate, subject to appeal to tlie 
Board ; name all Committees, except when otherwise ordered 
by the Board; be <?a:-oJ^cio member of all Standing Committees; 
sign all warrants and instruments under seal of the Board; 
sign all orders and reports directed by the Board; inspect the 
Minutes of the Secretary ; and call Special Meetings of the 
Board when retjuested, in writing, by three members, or when 
such meeting shall, in his opinion, be necessary. 

III. 

Secretary, 

He shall keep accurate Minutes of the proceedings of the 
Board, in a Book provided for that purpose ; and shall, when 
requested, art as Secretary of all Standing Committees ; attest 
all warrants and instrum«^nts under seal of the Board ; preserve 
all books and papers placed under his care ; notify, in writing, 
the members of the Board of all meetings thereof, and th 



e 
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membera of all Committees of their appointment. Ho shall 
furnish the Chairman with a copy of the resolution appointing 
each Committee, and notify, in writing, the members of all 
meetings thereof. In case of sickness or absence of the 
Pro.sidont, ho shall, at the rocjuest of three members, call 
Special Meetings of the Board. Ho shall have the care and 
custody of all supi)lies whic^h may be ordered by the Committee 
on Supplies, and delivered to the Board. It shall bo his duty, 
from time to time, whenever supplies ai'e needed, to report the 
faot to the Committ(7e, and procure them on their order, from 
those persons having contracts under the authority of the 
Board. He shall also keep all accounts of the Board, and hold 
the same subject to the inspection of any member thereof. 

IV. 

Assistant Secretary and Clerks, 

They .-hall [perform such duties as may be a3":5igned them by 
the Secretary. 

V. 
Messenger, 

He shall perform the duties belonging to the office of Mes- 
senger, and act as Janitor in the rooms of the Board ; he shall 
aid the Secretary in the reception and distribution of supplies, 
and shall perform such other duties as may be assigned him by 
the Secretary. 

VI. 

Stated Meetings. 

The Stated Meetings of the Board shall be held on the second 
Tuesday of each month, at 3 o'clock P. M., except in July and 
October, when the mooting shall be lu^ld on the first Tuesday 
of the month, at the same hour. 
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VII. 
CommiUecs, 

There shall be the following Standing Committees, each con- 
sisting of five members, excepting the Committee on Estimate,^, 
which shall consist of nine, the Committee on By-Laws and 
Eules, which shall consist of sovon, and the Committee on 
Library, which shall consist of tlireo, one of whom, or the 
Secretary of the Board, shall act as Secretary thereof: 

1. Central High School. 

2. Gii-ls' Normal School. 

3. Grammar, Secondary, and Primary Schools. 

4. Ke2)orts of Schools. 

5. Revision of Studies. 

0. Qualification of Teachers. 

7. Text-books. 

8. Music. 

9. Supplies. 

10. OflBce and Expenses. 

11. Property. 

12. Accounts. 

13. Estimates. 

14. By-Laws and Rules. 

15. Library. 

VIIL 
Order of Bimness. 

At the hour appointed the President (or in case of his absence, 
a member of the Board chosen President joro ic?;i.) shall take 
the chair, and direct the roll to be called. If any member shall 
afterwards appear, his name shall be noted. The business shall 
ju'occed as follows, viz.: 
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I. Admission of new members.* 
II. The reading of the minutes. 

III. The reading of communications. 

IV. Reports of standing committees. 
V. Reports of select committees. 

VI. Unfinished business. 
VII. Now business. 

IX. 

Duties of the Committee on Accounts. 

They shall examine and report all bills and accounts, when 
properly attested, both from the Committees of this Board and 
of the Sectional Boards. No bill of any Sectional Board shall 
bo sanctioned by thorn unless the same shall have been approved 
by tho said Sectional Board, at a stated or special meotinij: 
thereof, and be in accordance with the rules of this Board. 

X. 

Duties of Committee on Supplies. 

1. They shall annually, in tho month of October, cause to be 
inserted in five of the daily 2)apers of this City, an advertise- 
ment asking proposals for furnishing all neojssary books and 
stationery, by sample, for the ensuing year. And the sai<l 
advertisement shall contain notice, that any article furnished 
this Board, not in accordance with the sample, will be rejected. 
One month prior to making such advertisement for proposals 
for tho supply of pens, pen-holders, ink, ink wells, and stands, 
slat<»3 (other than silicate), slate and soaps tone pencils, lead 
pencils, rubbers, chalk, paj^T, and plain copy books, they shall 
select suitable samples of the said articles of stationery, which 
samples shall be exhibited, at the oifice of the Board, to intend- 
ing bidders, and the advertisemont herein directed to be made 
shall invite proposals for furnishing the said articles in accord- 
ance with such samples. 

* Each memt>er of the Board Bhall bo sworn nr affirmed, " that he will discharge hi.-* 
duties, as a member of the Board of Public Kducaiion of the First School District of 
PennsylraQia, with fidelity, to the best of liin ability." 
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II. Said proposals .shall be directed to, and opened by, the 
President, in the presence of the Board, at the Stated Meeting 
in December ; and the contracts therefor shall be awarded to 
the lowest bidders. Provided, however, that no contract shall 
be awarded to the publishers of the books or manufacturers of 
the stationery (excepting herefrom the manufacturers of such 
articles of stationery as are si>ecified in the next preceding 
section), for the supply of which proposals have been invited a.s 
aforesaid, unless said j^roposuls be accompanied by the affidavit 
of the bidder, made before the Mayor of any City or a Judge 
of any Court of Eocord, to the fact that the price at which the 
books or stationery are proposed to be supplied is not greater 
than that charged buyers of like quantities on a credit of sixty 
days. And provided further, that this section shall not be 
construed to require the Board to reject a bid unaccompanied 
by an affidavit. 

III. All persons sending proposals to furnish the schools of 
this District with supplies of any kind, at a given price, shall 
accom})any the same with a bond, executed by at least two 
persons, in such amount as may be deemed sufficient by the 
Committee on Supplies of this Board, conditioned for the faith- 
ful performance of any contract which shall be awarded to them 
pursuant to said proposals ; and said bond shall accompany and 
be filed with the contract so awarded. 

IV. They shall, annually, in the month of May, cause to be 
inserted in five of the daily papers of this city, an advertisement 
asking proposals for the furnishing of the necessary fuel. And 
such advertisement shall contain the following condition, which 
shall be inserted in every contract for the delivery of the coal, 
viz.: " Each ton of sai<l coal shall be weighed at the place of 
delivery, in the presence of a proper person to be deputed by 
each Sectional Board, as weigher (subject to the approval of the 
Committee on Supplies), who shall keep an accurate account of 
each load of coal delivered, its exact weight, as ascertained by 
correct scales. And no bill shall be approved for such coal 
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unless an affidavit of the weigher shall accompany euch bill, 
setting forth by what contractor the coal was delivered, the 
date of delivery of each load, the number of tons and the quality 
of coal delivered, and whether weighed at place of delivery." 
Printed forms of said affidavit to be furnished by the Com- 
mittee on Supplies. The Committee on Supplies shall appoint 
a Weigher, in case of neglect of Sectional Board. 

V. They shall, annually, in the month of October, cause to 
be inserted in five of the daily papers of this city, an advertise- 
ment asking proposals for printing all matter needed by the 
Board (accompanied with samples of paper and printing) for 
the ensuing year. Said proposals shall be directed to and 
opened by the Chairman of Committee on Supplies, in the 
presence of the Board, at the Stated Meeting in December, and 
the contracts therefor shall be awarded to the lowest bidder. 

VI. They shall hold monthly meetings, and preserve regular 
minutes of all their proceedings in a book kept for that purpose, 
and make a rej)ort, in writing, of the same, at every Stated 
Meeting of the Board. 

VII. It shall be the duty of the Committee at the commence- 
ment of each year, to apportion to each Section their proportion 
of the appropriation for books and stationery for the current 
year, the said apportionment to be based upon the number of 
pupils in the respective Sections. No Section shall be permitted 
to receive supplies beyond the amount so apportioned. 

XI. 

Duties of the Committee on Text-Books, 

I. It shall be the duty of the Committee on Text-Books to 
consider applications, when referred to them by the Board, to 
introduce any new t^xt-book or publication, or any revised or 
amended edition of one already in use. And the said Committee 
shall examine the same thoroughly, and shall make a written 
report to the Board, setting forth the reasons for or against the 
introduction of the same. Provided, That in no case shall the 
17 
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Committee make a report upon any book or publication, unless 
each member of the Board shall have been furnished with a 
copy thereof (accompanied with a statement of the price at 
which the book will be supplied to the Board), for examination, 
at least two months previous to the time herein fixed for making 
said report. They shall also report to the Board books or other 
publications not proper to be retained. 

II. The Board of PubUc Education shall in no case direct 
the introduction of any such book or publication until the next 
stated meeting after the presentation of the report. And no 
such book or publication shall be furnished for the use of the 
schools for at least one year after its adoption. 

III. The Committee shall not allow any book or other publi- 
cation to be introduced into or used in any school of the district 
unless the same shall have been first approved by this Board ; 
nor shall any new or revised edition of any book in use be in- 
introduced without the like approval. 

IV. No book, upon any subject now, or hereafter taught in 
the schools, shall be introduced, except to take the place of 
some other book on the same subject, and already introduced, 
and which new book shall exclude that for which it was sub- 
stituted. 

XII. 
Duties of the Committee on Property, 

I. They shall have the supervision of the erection of all 
school-houses, and also of all repairs, improvements, and altera- 
tions, exceeding the sum of $150. 

II. They shall, before commencing operation upon any con- 
tract for the erection of new school-houses or alterations, or 
additions to those in the occupancy of the Board, require the 
contractor to give good and sufficient security for the faithful 
performance of his contract, to be approved by them. The 
Committee may waive security in cases where the contract does 
not exceed five hundred dollars. 
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III. When a new school is to be opened, or the location of 
a school changed, the Committee on Property shall first approve 
of the rent required for the same. 

IV. They shall, from time to time, inspect the real estate 
under control of the Board, and report the condition of the 
same ; they shall have all buildings and other property insurol 
in such amount as they may deem necessary. 

V. Thoy shall make reports of their proceedings at every 
Stated Meeting of the Board. 

XIII. 
Duties of the Committee on Central High School, 

I. Thoy shall visit the school semi-monthly, keep regular 
minutes of their proceedings, and re]:>ort annually the state of 
the school. In case of any vacancy in the Faculty, they shall 
recommend to the Board a suitable person or persons to fill the 
same. 

II. They shall recommend to the Board the conferring of 
the *degrcc of Batcheloi: of Arts upon all who shall meritori- 
ously have completed the four years* course ; and the degree 
of Master of Arts upon such graduates of not less than five 
years' standing, as shall, by their general merit, be entitled to 
that distinction. 

III. It shall bo the duty of said Committee to repoi-t, semi- 
annually, to this Board, the number of pupils stricken from the 
list of scholars in attendance in the Central High School, the 
averages of the pupils so stricken from the roll, and the Gram- 
mar Schools from which they came. 

XIV. 
Duties of the Committee on Girls' Normal School. 
I. They shall visit the school semi-monthly, keep regular 
minutes of their proceedings, report annually the state of the 
school, and in case of any vacancy in the Faculty, shall 
recommend a suitable person or persons to the Board to fill 
the same. 



* Under Act of Assembly. 
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II. They shall have prepared a diploma, to be given to such 
of the pupils as shall, upon examination, be deemed worthy of 
the same. 

III. It shall be the duty of said Committee to report, semi- 
annually, to this Board, the number of pupils stricken from the 
list of scholars in attendance in the Girls' Normal School, the 
average of the pupils so stricken from the roll, and the Gram- 
mar Schools from which they came. 

XV. 

Duties of the Committee on Grammar, Secondary/, and 

Primary Schools. 

I. All applications for the establishment of new schools, or 
the removal of those already established, or for the formation 
of a new division, or for the change of grade of any school, 
shall be referred to this Committee, whose duty it shall be to 
report upon the same at the next Stated Meeting of the Board. 

IL All applications for change in the salary of any teacher 
or housekeeper shall be referred to this Committee, who shall 
report upon the same at the next Stated Meeting of the Board. 

XVI. 
Duties of the Committee on Qualification of Teaxihers. 

I. They shall hold semi-annual examinations of such persons 
as may apply, under the regulations of this Board, to obtain 
certificates of qualification to teach in the Public Schools ; and 
said examinations shall be held on the second Wednesday, 
and following Thursday, and Friday of April and October, from 
9 A. M. to 2 P. M. 

The Committee shall hold a Special Examination for Teachers 
whenever the same shall be necessary. 

There shall be awarded three grades of certificates from one 
set of questions; the questions to be such as may be answered 
from the text-books used in the PubUc Schools of the First 
School District of Pennsylvania, 
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The averages for granting certificates shall be fixed as fol- 
lows, viz.: 

For a First Class Certificate, not less than - 75 
" Second " " " - 65 

" *Third " " " - 60 

They shall award certificates of the first, second, and third 
classes to such persons as, upon examination, are found qualified 
to receive the same. The committee shall not grant a certifi- 
cate of qualification to any person under seventeen years of age. 

The holder of a First Class Certificate shall be eligible to 
any position in a Grammar School or a school of lower grade. 

The holder of a Second Class Certificate shall be eligible to 
any position in a Secondary School, or a school of lower grade; 
and, if twenty-one years of age, to that of a Principal of a 
Consolidated School. Provided, That graduates of the Central 
High School, not less than eighteen years of age, may be 
elected Principals of Consolidated Schools. 

The holder of a Third Class Certificate shall be eligible to 
any Position in a Primary School, or as an Assistant in a Con- 
solidated School. 

No person shall be eligible to the position of Principal of a 
Grammar School unless said person shall have taught at least 
three years. 

No person shall be eligible to the position of Principal of a 
Secondary School unless said person shall have taught at least 
two years. 

No person shall be eligible to the position of Principal of a 
Primary School unless said person shall have taught at least 
one year. 

II. No person elected a Teacher by a Sectional Board shall 
be entitled to recognition as such, or to any of the rights or 
emoluments of oflBce, until certified by this Board. 

* Applicants for a Third Class Certificate are not required to pass an ex- 
amination in Algebra, Geometry, or Mensuration. 
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No male teacher shall be elected to the position of Principa. 
or Assistant in a Female Grammar School. 

No female teacher shall be elected to the position of Principal 
of a Male Grammar School. 

No person of color shall be a teacher in a school for white 
children. It is recommended, as far as practicable, that colored 
teachers be employed in schools for colored children. 

No person incapable or disqualified for the duties of teacher, 
from extreme ago or ill health, shall be eligible to the position 
of teacher. 

No person of bad character or of intemperate or other im- 
moral habits, shall be elected a teacher. 

All charges of violation of these rules must be made in 
writing and referred to the Committee on Grammar, Secondary, 
and Primary Schools, who shall investigate and report the facts 
at the next meeting of the Board. 

III. No person shall be elected to the position of teacher in 
any of the Public Schools of this District unless lie or she 
shall have received a certificate of qualification duly issued by 
the authority of this Board, after his or her examination; 
Provided, That this rule shall not apply to teachers who have 
been duly elected prior to the passage of the Act of Assembly 
relative to the examination of Teachers in the First School 
District, passed February 17, 1865, and who were at that time 
teachers in the Public Schools. But said teachers may be 
promoted from time to time without being required to pass an 
examination. 

IV. The Committee may require the assistance of such Prin- 
cipals of the Boys' Grammar Schools, or of the Faculty of the 
Boys' High School (and no others), as they may deem proper, 
to conduct such examinations; and they shall present a printed 
report to the Board, at the next Stated Meeting, of the residt 
of such examinations; said report to give the names of the 
successful applicants, the school from which they came, and 
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the result of each applicant's examination in each study, as 
well as his or her general average and position on the list. 

V. The Committee shall cause such rules to be made as will 
ensure, at all times, the utmost fairness and impartiality in the 
examination. 

VI. Candidates who shall obtain averages suflGicient to entitle 
them to First or Second Class Certificates, but who shall not 
have taught the required time or be of the required age, shall 
be awarded a Third Class Certificate. When, however, the 
requirements as to age and time of teaching shall have been 
complied with, the President and Secretary of the Board shall 
issue the proper certificate. 

XVII. 

Duties of the Committee on Reports of Schools, 

They shall carefully examine all reports of Schools and pre- 
sent an abstract therefrom to the Board; they shall report all 
schools in which there are more teachers than the quarterly 
average attendance of the pupils will warrant, as required by 
Rule XXIV of the Board ; and shall visit such schools as they 
may deem expedient. In computing such average attendance, 
the months of June and July shall be excluded. 

XVIII. 

Duties of the Committee on Office and Expenses. 

There shall be appointed a Standing Committee of five mem- 
bers to be called " Committee on Office and Expenses," which 
Committee shall have the general supervision of the office and 
rooms of the Board, and of the office employes ; determine what 
books shall be opened ; prescribe the manner in which the 
records in the office shall be kept ; report the amount and kind 
of clerical and other working force that may be required from 
time to time ; and regulate and assign the clerical duties of the 
office. They shall purchase all articles necessary for the use 
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of the Board, other than those provided in Article X of the 
By-Laws, and other items of expense not under the charge of 
other Committees. All bills for such expenses shall be approved 
by them before they shall be allowed by the Committee on 
Accounts. 

XIX. 

Duties of the Committee on Revision of Studies. 

They shall observe the operation of the ** Course of Instruc- 
tion," as fixed by the Board on the twenty-first day of March, 
1871, and shall report, from time to time, what change, if any, 
the same may require. 

XX. 

Duties of the Committee on Estimates. 

They shall visit, as far as practicable, annually, each of the 
school-buildings occupied by authority of this Board, and 
ascertain whether any, and, if any, what repairs, additions, or 
improvements are necessary for the well-being of the schools. 

They shall also examine the outside surroundings of all the 
school-rooms occupied as above, and determine what is required 
relative thereto, for the convenience, health, and comfort of the 
pupils, and for the preservation of the property of the city. 

They shall prepare and report to this Board, at the Stated 
Meeting in October, a detailed statement, classified in " School 
Sections," showing the requirements of the Sectional Boards, 
with the estimated cost thereof. 

They shall also report the amount required for all supjJies 
to be distributed by the " Committee on Supplies," as reported 
by said Committee of this Board, and estimate the sum needed 
for the expenses of the several Committees, as reported by the 
Committees, showing the entire requirements of the "First 
School District," so prepared as to be in form to be submitted 
to the City Councils (in accordance with the "Act of Assembly") 
as the estimated expense for school purposes for the coming 
year. 
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They shall cause a " Record " to be kept in a book prepared 
for the purpose, and called "Record of Committee on Esti- 
mates," stating the precise wants of the respective sections for 
all purposes : when increased above the estimate of the previous 
year, the increase of each item so increased shall be plainly 
stated, so that the full particulars can be submitted to this 
Board and to the Councils of the city, when desired. They 
shall meet at least monthly, and report their proceedings at 
each Stated Meeting of the Board. 

For properly securing the object desired in the appointment 
of this Committee, the Secretary of this Board shall notify each 
Sectional Board, at least thirty days prior to the Stated Meet- 
ing of this Board in September, to report to the Board at their 
said meeting, a detailed statement of all special items of repair 
needed in the respective sections for the coming year, with the 
probable amount needed therefor attached to each item. 

They shall have power to require the attendance and services 
of any of the employes of this Board, so far as may seem to 
them proper, in performance of the duties to which they have 
been appointed. 

XXI. 

Duties of the Committee on Music, 

The Committee on Music shall have charge of all matters 
pertaining to Music in the Public Schools. 

XXII. 
Duties of the Committee on By-Laws and Rules, 

All proposed changes in the By-Laws and Rules of this 
Board shall be referred to the Committee on By-Laws and 
Rules, Bat no amendments to or alterations of, said By-Laws 
or Rules shall originate with the Committee. 

Unless otherwise instructed, said Committee shall report to 
the Board at the regular Stated Meeting immediately suc- 
ceeding that at which the proposed changes or amendments 
shall have been referred to them. 
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XXIII. 

Committee on Library, 
There shall be constituted a Committee of three, to be desig- 
nated as the Committee on Library, who shall have charge of 
all the books and works of reference belonging to the Board, 
with the exception of those intended as supplies to the schools. 
The said Committee shall have power to make such rules as 
they see fit, with regard to the loaning of books. 

XXIV. 

The Minute Books of the several Committees of the Board 
shall be deposited at the office of the Board, subject to the 
inspection of the members of the Board. 

XXV. 

Approval of Bills by Committee. 

Every Committee which may have the approval of any bill 
or account, shall have a separate stamp, whereon shall be cut 
the style of the Committee. No bill shall be considered as 
approved by any Committee, unless the same shall be stamped 
by the chairman, or, in his absence, by the chairman pro iem., 
at a meeting of the Committee, and the name of such chairman 
then and there written over the same. The chairman of the 
Committee on Accounts may stamp his name on bills approved 
by said Committee. 

XXVI. 

Special Meetings. 

When Special Meetings are called, the nature of the business 
to be transacted shall be stated in the call and notices for said 
meeting, and no other business than that for which the meeting 
was called shall be transacted at said meeting, except by 
unanimous consent. 
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XXVII. 

Quorum. 

Five members shall constitute a quorum for the transaction 
of business, pursuant to the following Act of Assembly, passed 
February 15, 1832. 

A FURTHER SUPPLEMENT 

To an Act entitled "An Act to provide for the education," etc. 

Section 1. That five members of the Controllers of Public 
Schools for the City and County of Philadelphia, shall consti- 
tute a quorum for the making of orders for the payment of 
money, and the transaction of business generally, with this 
exception, that no order for the payment of money shall be 
made at any Special Meeting of the Board, unless a majority 
of the whole number be present. 

XXVIII. 
Amendments, 

No amendments shall be made to these By-Laws unless pro- 
posed at a Stated Meeting and laid over for one month before 
being considered. Provided, nevertheless, That any By-Law 
may be suspended by the concurring vote of two-thirds of the 
entire Board at any Stated Meeting. 

Matthias' Manual is adopted for the government of the Board. 



RULES OF THE BOARD 



I. 

The OflGice of the Board shall be kept open from the hours of 
9 o'clock A. M. to 3 o'clock P. M. 

11. 

All communications to thi.s Board for alterations, additions, 
or repairs to school-houses, or for changing the grade of a 
school, or for permission to increase the number of teachers 
in any school, or for an increase in the salaries of teachers or 
housekeepers, shall be referred to the appropriate Committee 
bv the Chair, unless otherwise ordered. 

III. 

All contracts for building school-houses, for repairs, alt-er- 
ations, or improvements of the same, and for the purchase of any 
lot or lots, shall be deposited with the Secretary of the Board. 

IV. 

All bills from the several Sections must be presented at the 
OflBce of the Board at least one week prior to the Stated Meet- 
ings of the Board, otherwise they shall lie over for one month. 

V. 

Sectional Boards shall not make any contract beyond the 
sum of one hundred and fifty dollars without first obtaining 
permission from this Board. 

VI. 

Sectional Boards shall be required to forward all bills passed 
by them, and a schedule thereof; said bills to be properly 
endorsed, specifying the number of the Section, the name of 
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the individual in whose favor drawn, and for what, and the 
amount. All bills must be approved by at least two members 
of the Committee on Accounts of the Sectional Boards. 

VIL 

No Sectional Board shall have power to purchase any books 
or stationery now furnished by this Board. 

VIII. 

No extra bills shall be paid by this Board for the services 
of any substitute employed in cases of sickness or absence of 
any teacher. 

IX. 

No pupil of one school shall be admitted into another without 
a transfer or written permission, signed by the Visiting Com- 
mittee of the school from which said transfer is made, and 
approved by the Committee of the school to which the same is 
presented. Nevertheless, a pupil in good standing in any of the 
schools of this District shall in no case be refused a transfer 
to a school of the same grade nearest his or her residence ; and 
it shall be the duty of the Committee on Grammar, Secondary, 
and Primary Schools, to stop the supplies of any school whose 
Committee shall violate the above rule. 

X. 

All bills for the salaries of teachers and janitors shall be passed 
by the Sectional Boards at their meetings in February, May, 
August, and November. 

Janitors receiving a salary of $400, or upwards, shall be 
required to be in attendance during the school session ; and no 
janitor sj^all receive compensation for more than one building. 
They shall be required to have the school-houses opened at least 
fifteen minutes before the time fixed for opening the schools, 
and pupils shall be allowed to enter the school on their arrival 
at the building. 
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XL 

No pupil shall be a candidate for admission into the High or 
Normal Schools, who shall not have been enrolled and in actual 
attendance at one of the Public Schools for at least one year 
previous to application.* No pupil shall be received into any 
of the schools of this District who is not bona fide domiciled 
therein. In case of the removal of a pupil from the District, 
he or she shall no longer be received into any of said schools. 
Provided J This rule shall not apply to schools expressly excepted 
by the Act of Assembly. 

XII. 

The commencements of the Boys' High School shall be held 
on the Thursday after the second Tuesday in February, and on 
the Thursday after the first Tuesday in July. 

The commencements of the Girls* Normal School shall be held 
on the Friday after the fourth Monday in January and June. 

XIII. 

The Directors of the Sectional Boards shall require the 
principal teachers in their respective Sections to keep registers 
of the age, name, and date of admission, and place of birth of 
each pupil, and the name, residence, and occupation of his or 
her parent or guardian, as well as a record, in which they shall 
accurately note the exact time when the several teachers shall 
arrive at the schools in the morning and afternoon. 

XIV. 

The Sectional Boards shall require from the principal teachers, 
in accordance with the prescribed form, monthly reports, which 
shall be approved by a Visiting Director. They shall, also, 
require from said principal teachers, to be approved by a 
Visiting Director, quarterly reports, stating to what extent 
the Course of Studies, as prescribed in the printed " Course of 

♦ See, also, Rule 26. 
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Instruction," adopted by this Board on the 21st of March, 
A. D. 1871, together with the rules connected therewith, are 
adhered to, 

XV. 

The principal teacher in each school shall send to the Secre- 
tary of the Sectional Board, to be forwarded by him to the 
Secretary of this Board on the first day of January, April, July, 
and October, a quarterly report, approved by one of the Visit- 
ing Directors; and an annnal report at least one week previoas 
to the first of January, also approved by a Visiting Director. 
The Secretary shall not deliver the warrants for the said 
principal teachers' salaries, until the quarterly and annual 
reports are deposited with him. 

XVL 

All supplies of books and stationery shall be obtained by a 
requisition upon the Secretary of this Board, signed by the 
Principal of the school, and attested by one of the Visiting 
Committee. 

No book shall be used in the Public Schools as a text book, 
unless duly authorized by this Board. 

No pupil shall be requested or required to purchase any book, 
except to replace a lost or damaged book. 

No teacher shall be permitted to sell to the pupils any sup- 
plies received from this Board. 

Any teacher who shall traffic, exchange, or sell any of the 
supplies furnished to the schools, or shall, in any other way, 
violate the rules of this Board, shjill, upon the proof of such 
charge, have his or her name stricken from the pay list of the 
Board. 

All books shaU be stamped or stencilled, in several places, 
before supplying them to the schools^ as follows: "The property 
of the Board of Public Education of the First School District 
of PcnLsylvania." 
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XVII. 

When the average required for the appointment of an addi- 
tional teacher has been attained in any school, the Sectional 
Board having charge of such school may appoint such addi- 
tional teacher, subject to confirmation or rejection by this Board 
at its next Stated Meeting. Provided^ That no division shall 
be formed or teacher confirmed without the approval of the 
Committee on Grammar, Secondary, and Primary Schools, who 
shall visit the schools and ascertain that the averge attendance 
and number in waiting justify the same. 

XVIII. 
In all cases where the salary of the teacher does not exceed 
four hundred dollars, females shall be employed. 

XIX. 

All bills for the salaries of teachers must be presented in the 
names of such teachers. 

XX. 

Morning and afternoon sessions shall be held in all the schools 
of the First District; the morning session to commence at 9 
A. M. and close at 12 M., and the afternoon session to com- 
mence at 2 P. M. and close at 4 P. M., except that, from the 
first of June to the commencement of the summer vacation, and 
from the 1st Monday of September until the 15th of that 
month, there shall be one session only, from 9 A. M. to 12 M., 
with thirty minutes intermission. One hour and a half of 
said session shall be devoted to recitations, and one hour 
and a half to the preparation of the lessons for the succeeding 
day. When it shall be found necessary by the Visiting Direc* 
tors, by reason of bad weather, to hold one session, the same 
shall be of five hours' duration, including a recess of twenty 
minutes. In every case of violation of this rule, the further 
supplies of the school violating the same shall be stopped by the 
Committee on Grammar, Secondary, and Primary Schools; and 
report shall be made thereof to this Board, at its next Stated 
Meeting, by said Committee. 
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XXI. 

The Bummer vacation of the schools shall begin on the Wed- 
nesday after the second Tuesday in July, and continue until the 
first Monday of September. The schools shall be closed from 
the 24 th of December till the 2d of January; on Washington's 
Birthday ; on Good Friday and Easter Monday ; on the 4th of 
July, and on National and State Thanksgiving and Fast Days. 

The Committee on Accounts shall deduct from the salaries 
of the teachers of such schools as cloae before the time of vaca- 
tion above specified, a proportionate amount of their respective 
salaries. 

XXII. 

At the opening of each session of the schools, at least ten 
verses of the Bible shall be read, without note or comment, to 
the pupils by the Principal, or in his or her absence, by one of 
the Assistants. A suitable hymn may also be sung. 

XXIII. 
In making up the average attendance for the monthly and 
quarterly reports, the number absent from sickness shall be 
computed with number actually present. 

XXIV. 

The average attendance of pupils of the Senior Class, of 
Grammar Schools of four or more divisions, shall not be less 
than thirty (30) ; and each division of the Grammar and Sec- 
ondary Schools shall contain at least an average attendtlnce of 
forty pupils to each teacher. 

The average attendance in the Primary Schools shall not be 
less than forty-five to each teacher. 

XXV. 
In all Grammar Schools requiring the services of three or 
more assistant teachers, the class taught by the Principal shall 
bo designated and known as the " Senior Class," and shall pur- 
sue, under the special instruction of the Principal, the Supple- 
mentary Course of Studies prescribed in the " Graded Course 
of Instruction," approved by this Board. The remaining classes 
18 
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shall be designated and known as the First, Second, Third, 
Fourth, &c., divisions, respectively ; and shall be in charge of 
the respective Assistant Teachers, under the supervision and 
direction of the Principal. 

XXVI. 

Pupils who shall have completed the course of studies of the 
first division of a Grammar School, shall be promoted into the 
Senior Class of the Grammar School. 

Admissions or promotions shall be made from the Senior Class 
only, into the Boys' Central High School or the Girls* Normal 
School, respectively, upon presentation of a certificate of exam- 
ination signed by the Principal and Visiting Directors of the 
School, and countersigned by the member of this Board who 
represents the section in which the said Grammar School is 
located, certifying that said applicant has passed a thorough 
written examination, satisfactory to the parties whose duty it 
shall be to sign said certificate; which certificate must also state 
the average attained by said applicant in each individual study, 
as well as his or her general average scholarship. 

A record of every such examination must be kept, with the 
questions and answers annexed, and the names of the pupils 
promoted ; and all promotions must be restricted to pupils at- 
taining the highest averages. 

In admitting pupils to the Boys' Central High School and 
the Girls' Normal School, no pupil shall be admitted who has 
not been attending school in the section from which said pupil 
shall be sent at least o?ie school term previous to the time of 
the admission of said pupil. 

XXVII. 

One afternoon session in each quarter shall be devoted to 
Declamation, Debate, and Musical Exercises, by the members 
of the "Senior Class," under the direction of the Principal, and 
in the presence of the entire school. 
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XXVIII. 

Pupils who shall have honorably completed the course of 
studies prescribed for the "Senior Class," to the satisfaction of 
the Principal and Visiting Committee, shall receive a suitable 
diploma at graduation. 

XXIX. 

The morning session of the Primary, Secondary, and Gram- 
mar Schools shall bo devoted to recitations by the pupils, and 
explanations and instructions by the teachers. The afternoon 
sessions shall be given entirely to the preparation of lessons by 
the pupils under the care and supervision of the Principal and 
Assistant Teachers. 

Home study may be optional with pupils, but shall not, in 
any case, be required by teachers. When text-books are taken 
home by pupils, it shall be those only each day in which 
recitations have been prepared in the afternoon for the ensuing 
day ; and no addition shall be made to the lessons assigned on 
account of the books being taken home. The true principle in 
education, is " Not how much, but how well." Short lessons 
are, therefore, enjoined in all cases, and teachers prohibited 
from using the text-book in recitations, except in Orthography, 
Etymology, and Reading. 

XXX. 

Promotions from the Primary to the Secondary, and from 
the Secondary into the Grammar Schools, shall be made semi- 
annually. The Principals of the Grammar Schools shall pre- 
scribe and regulate the manner of all such promotions, but 
all promotions must be restricted to those pupils who attain 
the highest average scholarship. Promotions, however, from 
one division of any school to a higher division of the same 
school, may be made whenever, in the judgment of the Princi- 
pal, the progress of the pupil may require it; but all promotions 
from one grade of school to another must be made conformably 
to the above. 
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All examinations, so far as practicable, shall be in writing, 
and shall occur, semi-annually, during the last week of the 
months of June and January, respectively. 

XXXI. 

The Principals of the Boys' Central High School and the 
Girls' Normal School, respectively, shall make semi-annual 
requisitions upon the several Grammar School Principals, for 
the necessary supply of pupils to their respective schools, and 
the Principal of each Grammar School for boys shall be re- 
quired to promote to the Central High School in the proportion 
of at least one pupil to each division, and the Principal of each 
Grammar School for Girls, consisting of five or more divisions, 
shall be required to promote to the Normal School four (4) 
pupils ; of four divisions, shall be required to promote three (3) 
pupils; and of one or two divisions, shall be required to promott- 
one (1) pupil, and that, if from any cause whatever, the number 
of pupils required for the Boys* Central High or the Girls' 
Normal School, shall not be supplied, then the respective Com- 
mittees on those schools shall be authorized to make additional 
requisition in the proportions above stated. Provided, That 
in the above computation the Senior Class shall be counted a? 
a division. 

All schools now authorized by any Act of Assembly to send 
pupils to the Boys' Central High School, or the Girls' Normal 
School, shall each be entitled, on the occasion of the semi-annual 
examinations, to send one pupil who shall have received a 
certificate signed by the Visiting Directors and Principal ol* 
said school in compliance with Rule XXVI. 

In admissions into the Boys' High School, Consolidat<»d 
Schools shall be entitled to the proportion of one pupil to each 
Grammar division. 

In admission into the Normal School, Consolidated Schools 
of six (6) or more full divisions, shall be entitled to the admis- 
sion of two (2) pupils, and of four (4) full divisions, to the ad- 
mission of one (1) pupil. No pupil shall be admitted into the 
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Girls' Normal School who is not of the required ago on the day 
of the opening of the school at each semi-annual session. 

The lower two divisions of such of the Grammar Schools as 
may contain five or more divisions, exclusive of the Senior 
Class, shall receive, in equal numbers, the most proficient pupils 
of the secondary department, and the course of study in said 
lower two divisions shall be identical, and promotion shall be 
made from both into the next higher division of the school. 

XXXII. 

The " Graded Course of Instruction," and the rules accom- 
panying the same, shall form a part of the rules of the Board, 
and shall not, in any respect, be changed, unless such change 
shall be proposed at one Stated Meeting of the Board, to be 
acted upon at the next, and shall receive the approval of two- 
thirds of the whole Board. 

The Studies of the Primary, Secondary, and Grammar Schools 
shall be pursued in the order laid down in the '' Graded Course 
of lastruction," and no admission therein or addition thereto 
shall be permitted. 

The period of six months shall be devoted to the instruction 
of each division in the studies allotted to it. Any Grammar 
School in which shall be introduced studies not authorized bv 
this Board, shall be reduced to the grade of a Consolidated 
School. 

XXXIII. 

Hereafter all schools in this District shall be recognized on 
the booksof this Board by numerals only, and Sectional Boards 
shall be required, in all reports relating to said schools, to adopt 
a system of numbers by which their schools shall be registered 
in future. 

XXXIV. 

The rules and regulations of this Board shall be kept prom- 
inently posted in each school of this District. 
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XXXV. 

The following order shall be observed in issuing teachers* 
warrants by this Board, viz.: 

For the quarters due on the first of January and July in 
each year : 

First day, the First to the Ninth Sections, inclusive. 
Second day, the Tenth to the Seventeenth Sections, inclusive. 
Third day, the Eighteenth to the Twenty-ninth Sections, inclusive. 

For the quarters due on the first days of April and October 
in each year. 

First day, the Twenty-ninth to the Eighteenth Sections, inclusive 
Second day, the Seventeenth ** Tenth ** ** 

Third day, the Ninth •* First 
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XXXVI. 

No agent or other person interested in the sale of books or 
other supplies shall be permitted to visit teachers at the schools 
for the purpose of interesting them in the sale of these articles; 
all teachers are requested to report to this Board the names of 
those who hereafter violate this rule. 

XXXVII. 

It shall be the duty of every teacher hereafter elected, trans- 
ferred, or promoted by any Sectional Board, before entering 
upon the duties of the position to which he or she may have 
been elected, transferred, or promoted, to register his or her 
name in the oflBce of this Board, with the date of certificate of 
qualification, position last held, and also that to which elected, 
promoted, or transferred. 

XXXVIII. 

The studies pursued in the Consolidated Schools may em- 
brace all grades taught in the Primary, Secondary, and Gram- 
mar schools inclusive, and such supplies shall be furnished as 
the attainments of the pupils may require.

XXXIX. 



None of the Public School-buildings of this District shall be 
used for any other than Public School purposes. 

XL. 

No child shall be admitted or continued as a pupil in any 
school in the First School District who has not been vaccinated, 
and it shall bo the duty of the Principals to report, quarterly, 
to the Sectional Boards the number of non- vaccinated children 
applying for admission as pupils to their schools, and the 
names of the pupils, if any, who have not been vaccinated ; 
and these reports, or copies of the same, shall be transmitted 
to the Board of Public Education by the Sectional Boards, and 
in any instance where a Principal shall fail to comply with this 
resolution, the salary of said Principal shall be withheld until 
the resolution shall be complied with.

To amend an Act entitled '* An Act to Incorporate the City of Phila- 
delphia/' approved February second, one thousand eight hundred and 
fifty- four, 60 far as relates to the Board of School Controllers. 

Section 1. Beit enacted by the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives of the Commonwealth of Pennsylvaniaj in General 
Assembly met, and it is hereby enacted by the authority of the 
same, That the Controllers of Public Schools of the First School 
District of Pennsylvania, shall cstaWish a system for the exam- 
ination of the qualification of all persons who may desire to 
become teachers in the Public Schools of said Di.strict; the said 
examinations to be held at such time and places, and under such 
system, rules, and regulations as the said Controllers shall, from 
time to time, adopt. 

Sect. 2. No person shall, from and after tlie passage of this 
Act, be elected to the position of teacher in any of the Public 
Schools of said District by any of the Sectional Boards of School 
Directors within the same, unless such persons shall have been 
found duly qualified for the position to which he or she shall 
have been elected, nor unless he or she shall have received a 
certificate of qualification duly issued by the authority of said 
Controllers, after his or her examination provided for in the 
first Section of this Act. Provided, The exclusive right of the 
several Sectional Boards of School Directors within said Dis- 
trict to elect the teachers of their respective sections ahall be 
and remain unimpaired, except in so far as the same is qualified 
by this Act. 
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Sect. 3. It shall bo the duty of the several Sectional Boards 
of School Directors within said District, to certify to the said 
Controllers, within thirty days from the passage of this Act, 
a complete list of the names and grade of all teachers in the 
respective sections who had been duly elected as such prior to 
the passage of this Act, which said list shall be, within sixty 
days from the passage of this Act, duly certified by said Con- 
trollers under their common and corporate seal to the Controller 
of the City of Philadelphia. 

Sect. 4. It shall be the dutv of the Directors of the Public

Schools of the several sections in like manner, from time to

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AN ACT 

To prevent frequent changes in school books. 

Section 1. Be it enacted hy the Senate and House of Hepre- 
^entaiives of the Comvionicealth of Pennsylvania^ in General 
Assembly met, and it is hereby enacted by the authority of the 
same, That hereafter the board of directors of any district, the 
controllers in cities and boroughs, or any school superintendent, 
shall not order or direct, or make any change, in the school 
books or series of text-books used in any school under his rir 
their superintendence, direction, or control, more than once in 
every period of three years ; and any laws or parts of laws 
inconsistent herewith, bo, and the same are hereby, repealed. 

Sect. 2. Any scho<jl director, controller, or superintendent 
who shall violate the provisions of this act, shall be deemt.*d 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and, upon conviction thereof, shall be 
s«*ntenced by the court to pay a fine not exceeding two hundn-d 
dollars, and that he l>? deprived of his office.

At a Meeting of \\\v. Board of Public Education, First 
School District of Pennsylvania, held at their Chamber, on 
Tuesday, February 27, 1872, the following resolutions were 
adopted : 

Resolved, That, under the j^uperviaion of the Superintendent 
of Music, the theory of music shall be introduced into the 
schools of the First School District, and shall be taught by the 
regular teachers thereof fiftet^n minuto^s twice a week, from and 
after March 1, 1872. 

Resolved, That the music teachers in each section shall 
di'vote one hour each week to exercises and practice of songs 
in the Grammar Schools. But no exercises or songs shall be 
practised other than those approved by the Superintendent of 
Music or Committees on said Grammar Schools. The discipline 
of each school shall at all times be under the charge of its 
Principal. 

Resolved, That the Principals and Assistants of Grammar 
Schools be requested to meet the Superintendent of Music for 
instruction in the theory of music, at the school-building, corner 
Twelfth and Locust Streets, at 4| o'clock, on the first and 
third Wednesdays of each month; and should this arrangement 
prove, in practice, inconvenient to sai<l teachers, it may Ije 
modified by the Committee on Music. 

Resolved, That the Superintendent of Music be recinired to 
make a monthly statement to the Committee on Music respec- 
ting the progress made in this branch of study, the attention 
of music teachers to their duties, complaints against music 
t»'achers, and the failure of regular teachers to comply with 
the requirements of the graded course of instruction on this 
subject; and that the Superintendent shall examine the pupils 
of each Grammar School, upon this subject, once every six 
months. 
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Resolved, That the Principals of Grammar Schools be requested 

to report to the Superintendent of Music any neglect on th«.^ 
part of the music teacher. 

Resolved^ That the music teachers shall devote one hour per 
week to theoretical and practical instruction in each Secondary 
School, and one-half an hour \)Qr week to similar instruction in 
each Primary School. 

Resolved, That the theory of music shall be a subject of 
examination, at the semi-annual examinations for promotion, 
in each grade of school.
